WASHINGTON, Oct. 30 (AP) 
-—-In an unprecedented political 
move, President Eisenhower 
telephoned 10 “representative” 
citizens around the country to- 
day and asked them to help set 
off a chain reaction of Repub- 
lican votes Tuesday. 

Prefacing each conversation 
with “This is the President,” 
Mr. Eisenhower talked from his 
White House office with a so- 
rority house cook in Llinois, an 
unemployed secretary in Cali- 
fornia, a farmer in North Caro- 
lina, and a housewife in Texas, 
among others. 

One of those called was 
Mrs. T. Rosser Roemer, St. Louis 
widow of a Spanish-American 
war veteran and grandmother of 
a wounded Korean veteran. 

Asks Each to Get 10 Votes. 

He asked each of them to do 
him a favor by voting and ask- 
ing 10 of their friends to vote 
in the elections that will decide 
whether Democrats or Republi- 
cans control the next Congress. 
Each of the 10 friends was to 
be asked to relay the request 
to 10 more friends, and so on. 

The “telephone your neigh- 
bors” campaign was promptly 
taken up by Republican head- 
quarters and other Republican

DeLapp, four years for burglary 
and larceny from Madison coun- 
ty, and Jackie Lee Noble, 15 
years for robbery from St. Louis. 

Two Free of Mark. 

Only Paul E. Kenton, serving 
a 16-year term for burglary and 
larceny from Henry county, and 
James W. Stidham, 12 years, 
robbery, from Jasper county, 
were free of the mark.

provide for economies in con- 
struction and operation, for as- 
suring reliability of service 
hereunder, and for assurance 
that the Facilities are designed 
to conform as nearly as is prac- 
ticable with this contract and 
Appendix A hereto; and the 
Company will adopt such rec- 
ommendations of the AEC as 
may be mutually agreed upon. 
The AEC shall have access to 
the Facilities for this purpose.

To Eisenhower on Dixon-Yates

MEMORANDUM FOR THE

Subject: Proposal made by pri- 
vate utilities to furnish power 
to the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission pursuant to policy 
announced in 1955 Budget 

Message. 

The 1955 Budget Message 
pointed out that no appropria- 
tions were being recommended 
for new steam-electric power 
generating units for the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority. The 
power supplies required to meet 
reasonable load growth in the 
area through calendar year 1957 
were to be provided, if possible, 
by reducing existing *ommit- 
ments Of the TVA to the AEC 
by 500,000 to 600,000 kilowatts 
by transferring this load to pri- 
vate enterprise. This would not 
only provide generating capacity 
to meet the increased load re- 
quirements of other consumers, 
but would also eliminate the 
need for appropriations to 
finance additional steam-gener- 
ating units. 


Proposal by Utilities. 


After several months of nego- 
tiation, which we _ followed 
closely, the AEC has received 
a firm proposal from the Middle 
South Utilities, Incorporated, 
and the Southern Company (two 
large private utility companies 
in the area adjoining TVA). The 
offer is that a new corporation 
formed by them would construct 
a plant in Arkansas, across the 
Mississippi River from Memphis, 
for the production of 600,000 
kilowatts. This electric power 
would be delivered to the TVA 
at Memphis where it is needed, 
and in exchange the TVA would 
continue to provide power to 
AEC at Paducah. This is a 
practical way of carrying out the 
objectives stated in the Budget 
Message.

Note: TVA contends that the 
difference is understated to the 
extent of $1,882,000. Experts 
of the AEC and Federal Power 
Commission believe this amount 
involves items of judgment which 
are speculative and should not 
properly be used in measuring 
the reasonableness of the pro- 
posal. 

D. The difference in taxes {s 
self-explanatory. The difference 
in interest is between 214 per 
cent for Government borrowing 
as compared with about 334 per 
cent fcr private financing, a 
reasonable rate for the private 
corporation. About $600,000 of 
the difference in operating and 
transmission costs is in the ex- 
tra transmission costs alone, due 
to the location outside the TVA 
area. The remaining half million 
dollars is due to TVA’s conten- 
tion that it can purchase fuel 
and operate its plant at a lower 
cost than the company. 

E. The contract with the pri- 
vate utilities would have can- 
cellation privileges, whereas the 
TVA construction would repre- 
sent a fixed Federal investment. 
Under the utilities’ offer the 
Federal Goverament would’ be 
relieved of the necessity of pro- 
viding over $100,000,000 out of 
its tax revenues within a period 
of about three years, or from 
additions to the public debt, to 
obtain funds for building steam 
plants. The utility offer helps 
spread the risk from any future 
cut-back in the atomic energy 
program, which otherwise will in

It is, of course, clear that this 
proposal will be subject to 
strong political attacks by the 
proponents of continued use of 
Federal funds to build up TVA 
power plants and to maintain 
lower power rates through the 
special interest and tax advan- 
tages enjoyed by TVA. Their 
line of argument has already 
been presented by Senator Gore 
in the Congressional Record, 
page 5068, of April 21, 1954. 

Both TVA and the private 
utilities will do a good engineer- 
ing job. This proposal by the 
utilities is reasonable and fair. 
There is a difference in reported 
costs which will be emphasized 
by the opponents. However, a 
large part of it is due to the 
special privileges of TVA in 
taxes and interest. The proposal 
provides a means for meeting 
the power requirement of TVA 
without the Government build- 
ing new steam plants. 

Will you authorize us (1) to

provided, then each of the 
parties hereto shall designate 
another person to act as an arbi- 
trator in lieu of the person pre- 
viously so appointed by such 
party, which two new arbitrators 
shall agree upon the third arbi- 
trator within sixty days after 
their appointment.

APPENDIX A. 
DESCRIPTION OF 
_ PROPERTIES. 
A. GENERAL. 

Mississippi Valley Generating 
Company is acquiring a site in 
Crittenden County, Arkansas, 
and will construct thereon a 
steam-electric generating  sta- 
tion and a transmission sub- 
station (these two facilities be- 
ing hereinafter sometimes re- 
ferred to as the “Mississippi 
River Steam Electric Station’). 

Mississippi Valley Generating 
Company proposes to acquire 
rights-of-way in Arkansas and 
to construct thereon transmis- 
sion lines from the Mississippi 
River Steam Electric Station to 
terminal points at the middle of 
the Mississippi River in the 
Memphis area, for the purpose 
of delivering electric energy to 
the Tennessee Valley Authority 
for the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion as provided in the accom- 
panying contract. 

The location of the Mississippi 
River Steam Electric Station is 
shown on the map which is part 
of this Appendix A. A supple- 
mental map will be issued when 
transmission details are settled. 
B. STEAM-ELECTRIC GENER- 

ATING STATION. 

' 1. GENERAL FEATURES. 

The  steam-electric station 
constituting the production ele- 
ment of this project will be of 
the outdoor type, located on the 
site referred to above on the 
west bank of the Mississippi 
River approximately two miles 
south of West Memphis, Ar- 
kansas. 

General facilities to be pro- 
vided will be those necessary 
for the development of the new 
site, comprising: site improve- 
ments, including protective 
levee; roadways; railroad track- 
age for delivery of equipment 
and material; dock facilities for 
unloading coal from river 
barges; coal and ash handling 
facilities; face protection system; 
service-water installation; sani- 
tary facilities; administration 
building, warehouses, equipment 
repair shop and other miscel- 
laneous buildings. 

2. ARRANGEMENT AND 
STRUCTURES. 

Three turbine-generators. will 
be placed on an open deck at 
approximately elevation 245 (re- 
ferred to mean _ sea level), 
served by one 60-ton overhead 
gantry crane. Boiler equipment 
will be located upstream or 
north of the turbines, main 


operating floor being at approx-| oth 


imately elevation 245. Grade is 
at approximately elevation 212. 
Top of stacks will be at an 
approximate elevation of 462. 
There will be provided, on the 
operating-floor level between 
boiler Units No. 1 and No, 2, an 
enclosed control room, air-con- 
ditioned and acoustically treated. 
In this room will be located all 
operating controls for the three 


cilities.

be at the river bank, with the 
water pumped therefrom to the 
station through concrete pres- 
sure pipe. Discharge seal well is 
located south of the intake struc- 
ture with water carried to it 
from the condenser discharge 
through concrete pressure pipe. 

3. EQUIPMENT. 

Each of the three turbine-gen- 
erators will be capable of a max- 
imum continuous gross output of 
approximately 234,000 Kw with 
throttle steam conditions of 2000 
pounds per square inch gage 
pressure and 1050 degrees Fah- 
renheit primary superheat tem- 
perature and reheat to 1000 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, at a back pres- 
sure of approximately 3 inches 
of mercury absolute with seven- 
stages of extraction for feed- 
water heating and nominal make- 
up. Generators wound for 18 or 
22 Kv will have a maximum con- 
tinuous nameplate rating of 310,- 
000 Kva, 0.77 power factor, short 
circuit ratio of approximately 
0.58 at maximum coolant pres- 
sure. Each unit will be served 
pA a separate motor-driven ex- 
citer. 


River-water temperature varies 
between a minimum near 45 F 
and a maximum of approximatély 
90 F which will give a usual 
range of condenser back pres- 
sures of from less than 1 inch 
to approximately 3 inches. Ex- 
pected gross maximum genera- 
tion of each plant unit at gen- 
erator voltage is expected to be 
234,000 Kw with approximately 
three inches back pressure. Al- 
lowing for station uses and trans- 
former losses, the net capability 
which can be continuously gen- 
erated is expected to be approxi- 
mately 650,000 Kw, under cpndi- 
tions in which all normally op- 
erated equipment is in service, 
equipment is in an average state 
of maintenance and cleanliness, 
with the fuel consumed being of 
the average quality purchased, 
with normal steam conditions 
and normal interstage extraction 
from the turbines, with gener- 
ators operating with usual cool- 
ant pressure and at normal volt- 
age and power factor and with 
circulating water temperature 
and cleanliness normal for mid- 
summer, 


_ The surface condenser serving 

€ach turbine will have about 
110,000 square feet of surface, 
being of the two-pass divided- 
water-box type. Circulating wa- 
ter for each condenser will be 
supplied by two pumps at in- 
take. 

Steam generating plant will 
consist of three units, each of 
which is designed to deliver con- 
tinuously about 1,550,900 pounds 
per hour of steam’ when fired 
with 10,000-B.T.U-per-Ib. coal, 
carrying 15 per cent moisture and 
15 per cent ash as received. 
Each steam generating unit will 
be equipped with necessary coal 
preparation and burning equip- 
ment. Each steam generating 
unit will be provided with dust 
collecting apparatus. 

The mechanical and electri- 
cal auxiliaries and accessories 
will be those normal for the 
plant and with tolerances ade- 
quate to assure the net capabili- 
ty of the plant. 

C. SUBSTATION. 

Each generating unit will be 
connected to a 161 Kv (nominal) 
switchyard through a bank of 
step-up transformers. One three- 
phase unit auxiliary transformer 
will be tapped off each genera- 
tor main lead circuit to furnish 
power for the unit boiler, tur- 
bine and plant auxiliaries. A 
Starting transformer shall be 
provided. 

Also connected to the switch- 
yard will be the transmission 
lines to the Primary Delivery 
Points and to the system of Ar-

D. TRANSMISSION LINES. 

The exact number and location 
of 161 Kv (nominal) lines to the 
middle of the Mississippi river 
and necessary line terminal posi- 
tions, circuit breakers, system 
relay protection, communications 
and telemetering and cohtrol 
equipment, will be determined 
by mutual agreement among the 
AEC, the Company and TVA, 

APPENDIX B. 
Delivery Points and Method of 
Energy Accounting. 

I. PRIMARY DELIVERY 
POINTS. 

The Facilities of Company will 
be electrically connected to the 
TVA system at the middle of the 
Mississippi River near Memphis, 
Tennessee. These connections 
will consist of circuits of suffi- 
cient capacity to deliver the 
Contract Capacity over and 
above present capacity of pres- 
ent river crossings, with the ex- 
act number and location of the 
Primary Delivery Points to be 
mutually agreed upon by the 
AEC, the Company, and TVA. 
Even though substantially all the

through other systems with the 
TVA system. Also the transmis- 
sion system of Arkansas Power 
& Light Company is or may be 
connected with other transmis- 
sion systems which in turn are 
or may be connected directly 
or through other systems with 
the TVA system.

III. METHOD OF ACCOUNT- 
ING FOR ENERGY DE-

Methods of operation and ac- 
counting for interchange trans- 
actions along the lines outlined 
below are used in a number of 
areas in the United States where 
there are power pools or inter- 
connected groups of electric 
utility systems with multiple in- 
terconnections. The principles 
are being used for transactions 
between TVA, Middle South and 
Southern Company systems. 
Such a method of operation and 
accounting is necessary because 
it is impractical to attempt to 
control the flow of power over 
individual interconnections in 
such networks.

approximately as outlined below 
but shall be agreed upon in de- 
tail among the Company, the

1. AEC will schedule its re- 
quirements from Company 
within the contract limits, on 
an hour by hour basis. Such 
schedules will be submitted, 
as may be mutually agreed 
upon, from a week to a month 
in advance. In the event that 
unusual conditions cause AEC 
to wish to change the sched- 
ule quickly, AEC may instruct 
the Company by telephone to 
change the schedule, within 
the limits of the contract and 
within the operating limita- 
tions of the generating equip- 
ment. 

2.. Middle South and South- 
ern Company system opera- 
tors will, upon receipt of the 
AEC schedule, schedule the 
amounts of power hour by 
hour that the Middle South 
and Southern Company sys- 
tems will deliver or receive to 
or from the Company.

It is 
then the obligation of each 
such system to adjust its own 
generation to hold the net 
actual flow equal to the net 
scheduled amount each hour as 
closely as practicable. Any 
Geviation between a system’s 
net scheduled interchange 
and net actual interchange is 
compensated for by an adjust- 
ment to its generation in the 
next succeeding hour, in or- 
der to minimize the cumula- 
tive deviation. 

4. The meters at each point 
of interconnection are read 
periodically and a_ balance 
sheet drawn up for each sys- 
tem for the period. The bal- 
ance sheet shows definitely 
whether or not each system 
received or delivered, the 
amount of energy scheduled 
and which systems are respon- 
sible for any deviations from 
the total obligations for such 
period. Any such deviations 
appearing on the balance sheet 
for the period are corrected 
during the following period by 
compensating adjustments to 

generation. All energy infor- 
mation is recorded on log 
sheets. hour by hour and is 
available for analysis and rec- 
tification of deliveries or bill- 
ings, if proper, at any subse- 
quent date. 

5. Where two or more oper-

Clapp said he was called to 
Washington in advance of the 
testimony he was to give on the 
TVA annual fund request and in- 
structed not to comment on 
Dixon-Yates. He assured Hughes 
and Nichols, Clapp said, that 
neither he nor other TVA wit- 
nesses intended “to open up on 
the Dixon-Yates deal” before 
the subcommittee. They intend- 
ed to answer questions, however, 
he added. 

Agreement Violated. 


Clapp said that before he an- 
nounced he would withhold com- 
ment before the Appropriations 
subcommittee, unless questioned, 
Nichols had made an agreement, 
which he later violated. Clapp 
said Administration officers had 
agreed that a proposal by the 
Dixon-Yates group on April 10 
would be analyzed by four fed- 
eral agencies and a report made 
to the Senate committee.

9 Per Cent Return. 


Article IV, on rates, is per- 
haps the most complex subdivi- 
sion of the proposed contract. It 
sets up a series of computations 
designed to give Dixon-Yates a 
9 per cent return on its own 
investment of $5,500,000. Vari- 
ous costs, including the cost of 
labor and coal and all types of 
taxes, are worked into the rate 
formula to make the Govern- 
ment’s payments rise and fall 
with changes in the cost items. 
Thus the company would be pro- 
tected against most unforeseen 
increases, and the Government 
would be protected against 
company windfalls from unfore- 
seen cost drops. 

A complicated algebraic for- 
mula is said to arrange that the 
Government and Dixon-Yates 
would share, half-and-half, any 
increases over estimated cost of 
the plant up to $117,000,000. 
Any additional costs above that 
ceiling must be paid entirely by 
Dixon-Yates, the document is 
said to provide. Similarly, if 
Dixon-Yates could build the 
plant below the estimate, it must 
share the savings equally with 
the Government. 


Proponents cite this as a pro- 
vision that protects the Govern- 
ment against such a loss as it 
incurred at a plant built at 
Joppa, Ill., by Electric Energy, 
Inc. E.E.I.’s costs exceeded the 
estimate by about $58,000,000, 
and the Government had to pay 
the additional cost. 

Bigger Profits Possible. 

Opponents say Dixon-Yates 
could cut corners and thereby 
make profits far greater than 
9 per cent on its investment.

As an alternative, AEC could as- 
sign to TVA the right to elec- 
tricity under the contract, if 
TVA agreed to accept the addi- 
tional power, 


Article VIII, covering general 
provisions, would require the 
AEC to help Dixon-Yates buy 
coal cheaply. 

Records Open to U.S. 

AEC and the United States 
Comptroller would be given ac- 
cess to the books of Dixon-Yates 
until three years after final pay- 
ment under the contract. 

Without Dixon-Yates’s consent, 
the AEC could assign the con- 
tract to another Government 
agency. 

On the other hand, Dixon- 
Yates could, without the AEC’s 
consent, transfer the contract to 
a successor firm, or else pledge 
the contract as security on a con- 
struction loan and, if necessary, 
transfer the contract in connec- 
tion with enforcement of the 
pledge. 

Another section, headed “Force 
Majeure,” a French phrase 
meaning act of God, protects the 
company against liability for any 
AEC losses because of power 
failure beyond the control of 
the company. Government pay- 
ments must continue, however. 

Such causes of power failure 
are specified as “including but 
not limited to an act of God, 
fire, flood, explosion, strike, 
sabotage, an act of the public 
enemy, civil or military author- 
ity, insurrection or riot, an act 
of the elements, failure of 
equipment, or inability to ob- 
tain or ship materials or equip- 
ment because of the effect of 
similar causes on suppliers or 
carriers.” 

The company must carry usual 
insurance policies, however, to 
help offset Government pay- 
ments during a power failure for 
such a cause. 

The article contains anti-dis- 
crimination and eight-hour-day 
provisions commonly inserted in 
such government contracts. 

Authority Stilt Required. 

Before the contract could be- 
come effective, Dixon-Yates 
would have to receive all neces- 
sary authority, from the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commissfon 
and other agencies, for stock and 
bond transactions to set up the 
new corporation. SEC has not 
yet acted in the matter.

This new source helped 
avert a shortage of starch, used 
in explosives and medicines as 
well as other industrial products.

CAIRO, Oct. 30 (AP) — The 
Egyptian Government tonight an- 
nounced the arrest of Ahmed 
Hassan el Hodeiby, supreme 
guide of the fanatical Moslem 
Brotherhood. He was accused of 
plotting to overthrow Premier 
Gamal Abdel Nasser’s govern- 
ment with scores of asSsasSina- 
tions. 

The national guidance min- 
ister, Maj. Salah Salem, in an- 
nouncing the arrest, said Ho- 
deiby’s plotting was directed 
against all members of the rul- 
ing Revolution Council, and in- 
cluded 160 key army officers. 
The only exception was the 
President, Maj. Gen. Mohamed 
Naguib, he said. 

Hodeiby’s arrest climaxed a 
roundup of a large number of 
Moslem Brothers which began 
last Tuesday night after eight 
shots were fired at Premier Nas- 
ser as he was making a speech 
in Alexandria.

Britain in the agreement for 
withdrawal of British troops 
from the Suez Canal Base. 

Salem, who is Egypt’s propa- 
ganda chief, said Hodeiby’s| 
death list carried 160 names of 
key army officers out of 300 
who in July 1952 engineered the 
army coup that dethroned King 
Farouk. 

In Damascus, the report of 
Hodeiby’s: arrest caused Sheik 
Mustafa Sibai, Brotherhood chief 
in Syria, to warn that any harm 
to Hodeiby would “‘cause danger- 
ous consequences.” 


PURCHASING GROUP 
REPORTS SEASONAL| 
BUSINESS PICKUP 


NEW YORK, Oct. 30 (AP)— 
There was a steady pickup in| 
business across the nation dur- 
ing October, the National. Asso- 
ciation of Purchasing Agents 
said today. 

The -association said 46 per 
cent of its members reported 
order increases over a month 
ago and 41 per cent showed pro- 
duction gains. 

Prices are stronger and being 
well maintained, the purchasing 
agents say, and inventories are 
down again and leveling out. 
Employment was reported up in 
October by 30 per cent of the 
survey committee members, but 
15 per cent noted a downtrend.

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Democrats Optimistic, G.O.P. Gloomy; 
Some Factors for an Of 


Voter Indifference Works Against the Repub- 
licans—Besides, Congressional Elections Are 
Usually Decided More on Local Than Nation- 
al Issues—Polls Indicate Democrats Will 
Control House and Senate.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30. 


RESIDENT EISENHOWER’S dramatic flight into four closely con- 
tested senatorial campaigns publicly typifies the private fears of Repub- 
lican leaders that the Democrats will win control of both houses of Con- 


gress in Tuesday's election 


By nearly all the traditional yardsticks ‘for gauging political opinion, 
the Republicans pessimism and Democratic optimism appear to be justified. 
Virtually every consensus of local and national polls indicates the House will 
surely go Democratic by a substantial majority and the Senate probably so 
by a narrow margin. These prognostications also indicate that the Republi- 
cans will lose three or four governorships. 


Several major reasons are given for 
the apparent switch by the voters since 
Gen. Eisenhower's landslide victory in 
1952. The President has retained his per- 
sonal’ popularity, and his one-day blitz 
tour into Ohio,e Michigan, Kentucky and 
Delaware may stir the voters from their 
apathy toward his party, but the practical 
politicians and traveling political writers 
are calculating their admitted guesses on 
these more basic and historic premises: 


Republicans Are Divided. 


1. The 1952 victory was a landslide for 
Mr. Eisenhower, but not for Republican 
congressional candidates. The present 
House is divided. 219 Republicans, 215 


Democrats and one independent; the Sen- | 
ate, 49 Republicans, 46 Democrats and one | 


independent. With only one exception 
(1934) in recent history, the party in pow- 
er has lost House and Senate seats in the 
mid-term elections, for an average of 37 
House seats. The 1934 election came on 
while the New Deal was just getting under 
way and President Roosevelt was giving 
the voters an exciting and interesting 
time, with promises of more to come. As 
against the excitement and interest of 
1934, this year the popular attitude seems 
to be one of indifference except in ‘re- 
gions affected by unemployment, low- 
ered farm income and the Government’s 
withdrawal from public power and con- 
servation fields. 


2. The Republicans are divided and 
Democrats are united in this campaign. 
The President's middle-of-the-road pro- 
gram has been criticized in and out of the 
Eighty-third Congress by isolationists and 
tax-conscious conservatives, who followed 
former President Herbert Hoover and the 
late Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio, and 
by the internationalists of the Wendell 
Willkie-Thomas E. Dewey school. 


The fanatic followers of Joseph R. Mc- 
Carthy, especially in New Jersey and New 
York, are openly and covertly fighting the 
President and Republican candidates for 
not going to the defense of the Wisconsin 
Senator and his headline-hunting methods. 
Those who believe McCarthy is a political 
and governmental menace are privately 
dismayed by the President’s refusal to re- 
pudiate McCarthy and McCarthyism pub- 
licly. Some McCarthyites say the Repub- 
licans must lose this time so the McCar- 
thyites can win later. 


For this campaign at least the con- 
gervative Southern Democrats, like Sen- 
ator Walter F. George of Georgia, and the 
New Dealers, like Senator Hubert Hum- 
phrey of Minnesota, are doing a mutual 
admiration act quite the opposite of their 
attitude when the Democrats were in power 
under Presidents Roosevelt and Truman. 


3. The President, who has frequently 
boasted that he is not a politician, has had 
to reverse his approach to political prob- 
lems. At a press conference on Oct. 21 
last year, he was asked whether he would 
take part in the congressional elections 
this year. He replied that he did not in- 
tend to make of the presidency an agency 
to use in partisan elections. 


He said that although he was elected 
by only part of the population, anybody 
occupying the office is President of all 
the people. He vigorously emphasized that 
he was not going into strictly local affairs 
because in a répresentative and free gov- 
ernment the voters have a right to choose 
as they please. He added he was trying 
to establish a legislative and administra- 
tive record a-great overwhelming major- 
ity of Americans would approve. 


Complete Change of Position. 


f At later press conferences he asserted 
that he would not indorse individual Re- 
publican candidates, but he gradually 
changed to public indorsement of Repub- 
lican Senator John Sherman Cooper of 
Kentutky, up for re-election, and to for- 
mer Representative Clifford P. Case of 
New Jersey, the White House candidate 
for Senator.

The telegrams were 
paid for by the Republican National Com- 
mittee. 


The late President Roosevelt used to 
call himself the “quarterback” in politics 
and government and former President 
Truman prided himself on his experience 
in practical politics, from the precinct to 
the White House. Although he has stressed 
“team play” within the party and in liaison 
between the White House and the Capitol, 
Mr. Eisenhower has let others call the 
signals, although many thought in 1952 
he would be the star of the team. In 
this campaign, he sent in Vice President 
Nixon as his substitute, and at his press 
conference this week he indicated he did 
not know that Nixon was neglecting the 
Eisenhower program in favor of his own 
favorite topics—Communists in Govern- 
ment and the “socialistic” nature of the 
Democrats. 


Not ‘Sold’ or ‘Oversold.’ 


4. Many Republicans complain that the 
Eisenhower program has not been sold to 
the public. Some criticize the President 
for lacking the political showmanship 
demonstrated by Presidents Roosevelt and 
Truman; others blame the newspapers, al- 
though the great majority of newspapers 
and magazines give editorial support to 
Mr. Eisenhower, and few place the blame 
where it seems to belong, on the new 
Republican officials, many from the busi- 
ness world, for whom politics and govern- 
ment are a sideline and not a profession. 
With the notable exception of Secretary of 
State Dulles, Cabtnet members rarely hold 
press conferences and their subordinates 
seem to think that formal statements — 
handouts—are sufficient for informing the 
public. 


This week’s presidential press confer- 
ence was the first since Aug. 17. Reporters 
often use the White House press confer- 
ences to have the President instruct the 
agency heads to make public information 
which has been withheld. 


Democrats argue that the Eisenhower 
program was “oversold” in the 1952 cam- 
paign and that the voters are now dis- 
appointed. This does not appear to be re- 
alistic. The Eisenhower program was not 
spelled out in the presidential campaign. 
There was confusion over what his farm 
price recommendations would be. He 
promised a balanced budget at some un- 
specified time, lower taxes and more de- 
fense for less money. He made few posi- 
tive recommendations to the first session 
of the present Congress and it was not 
until this year that the whole program 
was presented to Congress. The major 
items that won approval did so with sub- 
stantial Democratic votes, while some 
items were vigorously opposed by Repub- 
licans. 


Local Issues Controlling. 


5. Congressional elections are usually 
decided by local issues and the personali- 
ties and records of the local candidates. 
Lowered farm income is the major com- 
plaint against the Republican administra- 
tions in many states and congressional 
districts. Unemployment and loss of over- 
time pay are Democratic talking points 
in many towns and cities in which tex- 
tiles, automobile and farm equipment, 
steel and coal mining are the leading in- 
dustries. These issues have given the 
name “pocketbook election” to the present 
campaign. Some local Republican candi- 
dates have sided with the Democrats on 
these issues. 


President Eisenhower and other national 
Republican spokesmen have countered that 
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the “Democratic prosperity” with its high 
farm prices and full employment, much 
of it at overtime, was based on war or 
threat of war and that 1954 is “the most 
prosperous year in our peacetime history.” 
The President has boasted that the tran- 
sition from wartime to a peacetime econ- 
omy without a depression has been one 
of the great achievements of his admin- 
istration. 


The President, however, has not given 
his specific and immediate solution to low- 
ered farm prices, which at 88 per cent of 
parity for basic crops, are far below the 
“complete parity in the market place,” he 
promised in 1952. He has not said what 
he will do about the spots of employ- 
ment. 


Democrats More Specific. 


The Democrats have been more specific 
in promising re-enactment of the former 
90 per cent parity supports and have 
urged greater jobless insurance and more 
public works to take up the slack in work. 


Trade union spokesmen have taken up 
the Democratic arguments that the farm- 
ers and industrial workers and the people 
who depend on them were better off under 
the Democrats than they are under the 
Republicans. The poll-takers and canvas- 
sers report that these arguments have had 
great effect among the voters in many 
regions. 


6. President Eisenhower's personal popu- 
larity apparently has not swayed many 
voters. He told this week’s press confer- 
ence that he did not think a Democratic 
Congress would mean a vote of no-con- 
fidence in him and his administration or 
that the voters were “disenchanted.” 


He said one explanation given him of 
the apathy among voters was that the 
United States had got what it wanted, and 
instead of disenchantment there was too 


_much satisfaction. 


He apparently was unprepared for the 
reporter’s question. 

Should a Republican Congress be re- 
turned by Tuesday's election, the party 
leaders would immediately proclaim it 


a “mandate” for enactment of the re- 
mainder of the Eisenhower program. 


This does not mean conversely, how- 
ever, that a Democratic Congress would 
be a repudiation of the President and his 
program. It could well mean that the 
voters disapproved the fighting within 
the Republican party and wanted more 
co-operation between the congressional 
Democrats and the White House for a 
middle-of-the-road program. 


The Independent Voter. 


7. The independent and switch voters 
will decide the makeup of the next Con- 
gress. The polls report that this year 
about 20 per cent of the voters say they 
are independent or undecided. A switch 
of 5 per cent from the 1952 total con- 
gressional (not presidential) vote would 
give the Democrats a commanding lead 
in the House and a substantial margin in 
the Senate. 


Adlai Stevenson, labor leaders and many 
Democratic spokesmen have vigorously 
and continuously appealed to this vote. 
They have put the divided Republican 
spokesmen on the defensive by these ap- 
peals, with the conservatives calling for a 
return to rugged Republican principles 
and liberals explaining that they are not 
New Dealers. 


The doubt as to the outcome of Tues- 
day’s balloting is caused by these im- 
portant unattached voters. President Eis- 
enhower’s flying trip and his joint ap- 
pearance Monday evening with Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon on a nationwide television and 
radio program were designed to appeal 
to the independent and the non-voters 
who hold the balance of power between 
the Republican¢ and Democrats. 


Every voter will have his or her in- 
dividual reason for marking the ballot. 
Leaders of both parties want a large total 
vote. The important thing is for all po- 
tential voters to go to the polls to express 
their satisfaction or dissatisfaction with 
President Eisenhower, his administration 
and the Eighty-third Congress. The non- 
voter has only himself to blame if the 
outcame is not what he wanted.

r may be in line to ask, now that the election campaign has ended and 
without respect to the outcome, how long even so rich and flourishing a 
country as the United States can afford the kind of politics exhibited to an 
indifferent public for the past six weeks. 
Seldom, if ever, in the view of this observer, has the caliber of the candi- 
dates seemed so low or the quality of the campaigns they were waging so 


shoddy and cheap. 


What seems increasingly clear is that 
citizens qualified By education, experi- 
ence, conviction and character are simply 
not available for public office. They 
shun it like the plague, as well they 
may, given the pains and penalties that 
seem to grow greater rather than less. 
The result is inevitably second- or third- 
rate office-holders and, in consequence, 
second- or third-rate government that costs 
from two to three times as much as it 
should. 


This is becoming true on the national 
as well as the state level. The miracle is 
that there are still able, honest, knowl- 
edgeable men willing to go through the 
ordeal with some disinterested concern 
for the public good. 


| Costs Steadily Increasing. 


In recent years the cost of campaigning 


_has gone steadily upward. With the ad- | 
it soared to a new | 
height. The party and the candidate must | 


not only buy the time but often the cost 
involved in superseding a scheduled com- 
mercial program must be met; and as one 
side throws in the blue chips to get more 
and more time, the other side feels it 
must follow suit. 


So the price tag for even a statewide 
campaign is marked up and up again. 
There are laws limiting the expenditures 
of individual candidates but they are 
evaded in one way or another almost 
everywhere. The amount listed by the 
candidate as officially spent is like the 
peak of the iceberg visible to the eye. 
The vast bulk is concealed beneath the 
waters muddied by various kinds of con- 
cealment. 

The money comes for the most part 
from pressure groups, from business in- 
terests, from trade unions, from contrac- 
tors and others seeking profit out of gov- 
ernment. While in some cases the motive 
for these gifts may be a disinterested 
concern for good government, the donors, 
on the whole, expect to get value received 
for the dollars they spend. 

If the dollar cost has pyramided fan- 
tastically, so also has the cost in leg and 
lung power. The direct primary, when it 
was put across, was regarded as a reform 
that would make the nomination of tan- 
didates more directly responsive to the 
public will. It may have achieved that, 
but it has put an additional burden on 
the candidate. A man who must engage 
in two gruelling and costly contests, one 
in the primary and a second in the fall 
election, is likely to think twice before 
taking the plunge. 


Trial by Fire. 


While modern means of transportation 
such as the chartered plane make it 
somewhat easier to get around, they have 
at the same time made the candidate feel 
that he must cover every single county; 
and he, must move from early morning 
outside the factory gate to late in the 
evening for the meeting in the church 
basement, always with the friendly, smil- 
ing appeal. He must always reckon with 
the possibility that some incident in his 
remote past will be dredged up and pre- 
sented in a distorted light. This is a trial 
by fire to which fewer and fewer men 
of decency and ability are willing to 
submit themselves. 

As the campaign just ended made evi- 
dent in far too many instances, it is the 
individual with a private ax to grind or 
the party hack, the cautious errand boy 
serving the machine, who will take the 
punishment. He has his own private mo- 
tives for standing up to the buzzsaw. 

In Illinois the Republican candidate for 
the Senate, Joseph T. Meek, spent his 
whole career as a lobbyist for the retail 
merchants of the state. While no one can

USTRALIA’S compulsory voting law 
A: about as popular as a plague. 

Hardly anyone likes it, and among 
those most unhappy are the magistrates 
charged with the duty of pen- 
alties for its violation. Nevertheless, the 
statute is regarded in other countries as 
a model. 


It was passed in 1922. Before then, about 
60 per cent of those eligible took- the 
trouble to vote. Since then the percentage 
has been much higher, up to 90 per 
cent and more, despite widespread dis- 
like of the compulsory feature and the 
fact that it is ‘not rigidly enforced. — 


The law specifies:a fine of 10 shillings 
(about $1.10) for the first failure to vote, 


and a fine of two pounds (about $4.45)) 
for each additional failure. 

Failure to register within 21 days after 
becoming eligible, and failure to notify 
election authorties of a change ef ad- 
dress, also within 21 days, are subject to 
the same schedule of fines. 

Those who do not vote are given an 
opportunity to present “valid, truthful 
and sufficient” reasons, but the law spe- 
cifies only two valid reasons—death and 
absence from the country on election day. 
In practice, however, many other reasons 
—some of them really ingenious—are ac- 
cepted. As a matter of fact, almost any 
excuse is good enough. 

In an election that may be considered 
typical, 301,823 eligible voters did not 
vote, but only 1039 of them were brought 
to book. At anothér time, approximately

the authorities asking why.

About half of them bothered to reply. 
Of those who did, 141,000 gave acceptable 
excuses, many of them bearing signs of 
inventiveness and far short of what the 
law requires. 

About 2000 were warned—and this time 
the tone of the letter was stiff—not to 
do it again. 

Indifference is more pronounced in state 
elections than in Commonwealth elections. 
In the states, where the issues often are 
relatively unimportant and may involve 
merely a change from one gang of small- 


time Messiahs to another, the percentage 


of non-voting amounts to a jeer at the 
compulsory voting act. 

In the state of Victoria, for example, 
47,774 persons were registered for a by- 
election and 17,000 did not vote. In an- 
other instance, when a new set of elderly 
snoozers was elected to Victoria’s upper 
house, called the Legislative Council, no 
fewer than 100,000 ignored the polls. 


There was great official concern, and 
the minister who handled the election 
was miserable, wondering how to get the 
delinquent multitude to do its official 
duty. So far there has been no action 
of consequence, and a Melbourne news- 
paper was moved to ask: “Are we, then, 
to undersiand that the so-called compul- 
sory voting law is an enactment which 
may be enforced or ignored?” 

In the 32 years since the law was en- 
acted many thousands of persons have 
been indicted for failure to cast their 
ballots but less than 2 per cent of them 
have had to pay the dollar fine. 

High percentages of voting in Common- 
wealth elections and on national refer- 
endums are the result of intense interest 
in the issues involved. Last year, when 
Prime Minister Robert G. Menzies and 
his coalition government defeated Herbert 
V. Evatt and the Liberal party, 94.96 of 
those eligible voted, 
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be disinterested in the strictest sense, there 
are degrees of disinterestedness. To ex- 
pect Meek to cease serving his friends in 
Washington, as he has served them so 
well by wining and dining the legisla- 
tors in Springfield through the years, 
would be, to say the least, unrealistic. 


Meek is far from being the only example 
of a candidate whose qualification for the 
job seems to be that he wants: it. From 
the lobbyist’s eye view, he knows that 
government can be manipulated for spe- 
cial favors to friendly interests, but if he 
knows anything about the Constitution, 
the Federalist Papers, the basic guaran- 
tees of freedom on which our complex 
society rests, the national economy in all 
its intricate relationships with government, 
he gave no sign of it in his campaign. 

In Ohio, many loyal Republicans were 
unhappy over their candidate for the 
Senate, George Bender, who has a wide 
reputation as a glad-handing cheerleader 
and good fellow. They rationalized their 
doubts by saying that he would be useful 
to Ohio in getting out of Congress the 
things QOhioans want. 


Out to Get What Is Wanted. 


In other words, Bender is to be a useful 
favor-seeker for the state that sends him 
to the Senate. Of course, a Senator must 
not neglect the interest of ‘his state, but 
there are far too many Senators today 
who simply have no comprehension of the 
overriding national interest. If the chief 
qualification is to. be an efficient errand 
boy, then surely a less costly method of 
selecting 96 errand boys can be found. 

First in the primary and then later in 
the fall campaign, Senator Robert Kerr 
of Oklahoma widely advertised the way 
in which he had been able to get big 
pieces of federal pie for his homefolks 
during his first term in the Senate. A 
self-made millionaire in the oil business, 
with close connections with interests con- 
trolling vast reserves of natural gas, Kerr 
worked industriously for passage of the 
Kerr natural gas bill to take gas in 
the field out from under federal regula- 
tion. President Truman vetoed the bill, 
with many cities protesting that it would 
mean sharp increases in the cost of fuel 
for home heating and industry. Kerr's 
reply was that his state had a right to 
get more for the natural resource it was 
selling. 

Some states were more fortunate than 
others in the campaign just concluded. In 
Kentucky, the Republican incumbent, 
Senator John Sherman Cooper, had proved 
his stature in the Senate. His Democratic 
opponent, Alben Barkley, knows as much 
about government on the national level 
as any man in public life today. He is 74 
years old and this handicap of age was 
freely pointed out by the opposition. 

In view of the smear tactics used in 
many states, it is not surprising that there 
is reluctance to be put in the political 
stocks as a target for every kind of filth. 
Until his defeat two years ago Joseph C. 
O’Mahoney, a Democrat, was one of the 
most able and distinguished members of 
the Senate. Running to make a comeback, 
he was smeared as a “foreign agent” be- 
cause as a lawyer in private practice dur- 
ing the past two years he represented 
Cuban sugar interests, and as “soft” on 
Communism because he was one of coun- 
sel for Owen Lattimore in perjury charges 
growing out of Lattimore’s testimony be- 
fore a Senate committee. O’Mahoney is 
a Roman Catholic who has taken a liberal, 
but never a radical, position on the so- 
cial and economic problems of the past 
two decades. 


Correctives Hard to Find. 


It is not hard to trace the deterioration 
in American political life in the came 
paigns of recent years with special em- 
phasis on the latest one. It is much harder 
to suggest remedies for the reckless use of 
money and the wild charges and countere- 
charges that have darkened the air. 
Preliminary reports filed with the sec- 
retary of the Senate show that 73 sena- 
torial candidates reporting in 35 states 
listed total expenditures of $342,128. This 
will be increased when the final expen- 
ditures are reported 30 days after the 
election. But neither the preliminary nor 
the final figure will have the slightest 
resemblance to the sums actually poured 
out in the campaign. Much of this money 
is spent indirectly in behalf of candidates, 
Laws covering expenditures could be tight- 
ened to put greater restraint on the orgy 
of spending. 

But how to curb the use of deliberate 
smear? The answer does not come readily 
to mind. Both national chairmen, Leonard 
Hall for the Republicans and Stephen 
Mitchell for the Democrats, started: out 
with a pledge to keep the campaign clean, 
yet it rapidly deteriorated into what Clif- 
ford Case, the Republican candidate for 
the Senate In New Jersey, aptly called 


“gutter politics.”

For the People to Decide 


Except for election eve appeals to go to the 
polls, the voting on Tuesday and counting of the 
ballots, the 1954 congressional campaign is now 
the same as history. And notwithstanding all 
the complaints about apathy, no little political 
history has been made—much of it by a man 
whose name is not on any ticket anywhere. He 
is Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

The President, who is still a newcomer to pol- 
itics and continues to have an obvious distaste 
for things political, has involved himself to an 
unprecedented extent in this midterm account- 
ing. Or perhaps it would be more accurate to 
say that he has been deeply involved by his po- 
litical advisers. 

Inevitably, the results next Wednesday morn- 
ing will be read as a kind of collective judgment 
by the people on the Eisenhower Administration 
at the half way point. Because of this it is im- 
portant to see just how much more than any of 
his predecessors Mr. Eisenhower has committed 
himself to stand or fall with individual can- 
didacies for seats in Congress. 

» . * 

First he campaigned personally in Illinois in 
August. In September he made a political tour 
from Colorado around through Montana, Wash- 
ington, Oregon and California. Also in Septem- 
ber he took the stump in Iowa. Earlier this 
month he put down in Indiana. After that he 
went to New York and Connecticut. Only last 
Friday he topped all this off with a grilling cir- 
cuit of Ohio, Michigan, Kentucky and Delaware. 

Thus Mr. Eisenhower has appeared personally 
in approximately a third of the states. But 
when allowance is made for the South where 
presidential visits would be profitless this year, 
the President has actually presented himself as 
a campaigner in close to half the states which 
his party has a hope of winning. There has 
never before been anything approaching such 
presidential participation in a midterm campaign. 

Even this does not describe Mr. Eisenhower's 
personal involvement. In the hope that his 
charm would rub off on G.O.P. candidates for 
the House, he had his picture taken with more 
than 125 nominees, one a®a time. He has re- 
peatedly indorsed Clifford P. Case of New 
Jersey, once at a special luncheon for Mr. Case 
at the White House. He has sent telegrams of 
regret to his party’s choices for the Senate 
whose states he has not visited—all saying he 
will be happy to welcome them to Washington. 

- . - 

Yet if the President had kept a discreet si- 
lence or had contented himself with a minimum 
of generalized participation instead of his near 
maximum, he would still be deep in the cam- 
paign. He would be deep in it through the 
speeches of Vice President Nixon, Speaker Mar- 
tin, Chairman Hall and others who use his name. 

More than two months ago Mr. Nixon exhorted 
Maine to roll up a bigger Republican majority 
than ever as a vote of confidence in the Pres- 
ident. When Maine responded by electing its 
first Democratic Governor in nearly a quarter 
century, the Vice President did not bat an out- 
ward eye. He took another breath and went 
right on making support of the President an 
issue in state after state. 

Now, with the campaign at its end, Mr. Eisen- 
hower still does not seem to understand all this 
and what it may mean to him if his party was 
destined to lose all along. At his first press 
conference in some two and a half months—~ 
said to be the longest interval since regular 
White House press conferences were established 
—the President remarked naively that he did 
not regard the election as a personal test. 

. . + 

This means that Mr. Eisenhower harbors the 
notion that he can identify himself intimately 
with the political fortunes of the Benders and 
Meeks, the Dworshaks and Cordons and still not 
lose anything himself if any of them lose. How 
unreal he is in some of his other views about 
the campaign is described by James Reston, 
in the pro-Eisenhower New York Times, in an 
article reprinted on this page. For as Mr. 
Reston shows, the President not only has not 
directed the election strategy, but has paid no 
attention to the tactics of those in charge. Yet 
he appeared where they sent him. Thus 
does he separate himself from campaign politics 
and enmesh himself at one and the same time. 

The President’s early stand was to remain 
aloof. Certainly, he said, he would not indorse 
candidates by name. He held resolutely to this 
for a long time, but abandoned it under heavy 
pressure when his field lieutenants told him 
that he was needed to rescue nominees in danger. 

Hence the outright appeal for the disgracefully 
low-level Ives candidacy in New York. Hence 
the last minute stops for Senator Ferguson in 
the home state of Defense Secretary Wilson, for 
the hard-pressed, able Senator Cooper in Ken- 
tuckly, for the banner carriers in big Ohio and 
little Delaware. Hence the chain phone calls. 

7 * » 

But why should the President not inject him- 
self prominently into the campaign? Why should 
he not ask the country to turn out Democrais 
and send more Republicans to Washington? 

The answer is that he can do so—and run the 
risks involved. In 1918 Woodrow Wilson issued 
a brief appeal in the form of a letter to the 
voters for a Democratic Congress. He said: “If 
you have approved my leadership and wish me 
to continue to be your unembarrassed spokes- 
man in affairs at home and abroad, I earnestly 
beg that you will express yourself unmistak- 
ably to that effect by returning a Democratic 
majority. . . . A Republican Congress would 
divide the leadership.” 

This appeal had no sooner been printed in 


_ the newspapers than Republicans who had sup- 


ported Wilson’s prosecution of the nation’s 
war effort protested bitterly that their pa- 
triotism had been impugned. The voters re- 
jected the presidential appeal and the Repub- 
licans took over in both Senate and House. 

Mr. Eisenhower runs this same risk. Con- 
ceivably he may influence enough votes to win 
congressional seats in some close contests. But 
along with the chance of winning, goes the 
danger of losing. 

Political history sounds its own warning. The 
average midterm losses sustained by the party 
in power, if applied this year, would be more 
than enough to wipe out the slender majorities 
that Mr. Eisenhower carried on his coattails 
in 1952. 

. = . 

And what will it be like if the trends of the 
past reappear and Dwight Eisenhower finds him- 
self with a Democratic—or at least a partially 
Democratic—Congress on his hands as did the last 
Republican President, Herbert Hoover, in 1930? 
And as President Truman experienced with a 
Republican Congress in 1946 and Wilson in 1918? 

Mr. Eisenhower has already pre-judged the 
situation just as Woodrow Wilson did. The 
President says it would result in a “hopeless 
jam.” He says he needs a Republican Congress

to “keep our Government from political fiddling 
while the world burns.” He says that a change 
would result in a “cold war” between Congress 
and the executive branch. 

This does not need to be so and respected 
leaders of the. present congressional minority 
have reminded the President that it takes two 
to make a war. Certainly Mr. Eisenhower's cur- 
rent alarms are a far cry from the spirit of 
his own remark only a few months ago that 
“Democrats and Republicans cannot live in fear 
of one another forever.” 

In support of his new position the President 
read statistics Thursday night to show that two 
important committees, in the event of a Dem- 
ocratic victory, would be headed by men who 
gave little support to the Administration. 

Certain other facts about the congressional 
voting are well authenticated, For example, it 
is established beyond any question that time 
after time, the Administration could not have 


carried the day for its bills without Democratic | 


votes. Democratic votes saved the President's 
bacon on the Bricker amendment and on foreign 
aid. Democratic votes upheld him on public 
housing when the Republicans ran out. The 
Democrats tried hard to help the President win 
his reciprocal trade program when his own party 
chiefs turned him down flat. 

+ . * 

In view of this record—and it is written in- 
delibly on the pages of the Eighty-third Congress 
—Mr. Eisenhower is far less than generous to 
the minority to whom he owes so much for en- 
actment of many of his legislative proposals. 
It would be politically unrealistic to expect him 
to devote a congressional campaign speech to 
thanking the minority for going to his rescue 
repeatedly. But he could at least have edited 
out those grossly inappropriate “cold war” lines 
prepared for him by his speech writers. | 

If the House goes Democratic, Representative 
Rayburn of Texas will be back in the Speaker's 
chair. Surely no one thinks that under him the 
House would embarrass a forward-looking Eisen- 
hower program as the Bricker-McCarthy-Jenner- 
Welker-Malone wing of the President's own 
party in the Senate embarrassed the 1953- 
54 Eisenhower program. What could a Demo- 
cratic opposition possibly do that would hurt per- 
sonally a career soldier of world-wide eminence 
as much as the unfair, unrestrained attack from 
the Republican side on the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration’s management of our Army? 

Indeed, the argument can be made that in- 
dependent voters ought to mark their ballots 
for Democratic nominees to Congress in order 
to get the G.O.P. irresponsibles out of their 
committee chairmanships. Actually not a few 
Republicans may well take the same course 
in behalf of their own party’s welfare. For while 
relegation of McCarthy and Jenner and their 
kind to the minority would not render them in- 
capable of harm, they would be harder put. 

* ~ s 

If the Wisconsin demagogue were automatically 
dethroned from the chairmanship of the Senate 
Government Operations Committee, he could not 


continue to base his war against the President - 


on Senate committee authority. And if Mc- 
Carthy were deposed, so would Jenner be set 
down from the chair of the Rules Committee. 

The surest way to get to the bottom of such 
Administration mysteries as the proposed Dixon- 
Yates power plant contract would be for the 
present minority to become the majority in the 
Senate. After weeks and weeks of official hush- 
hush, the text of a draft of the contract is made 
public today—not by the White House in recog- 
nition of the public character of the public’s 
business, but by the Post-Dispatch through our 
own efforts in behalf of informing the people. 

If the Dixon-Yates scheme is set aside, as we 
are confident will happen, there may be as a 
consequence an additional $100,000,000 outlay 
by the TVA for a new Government power plant. 
But in the end that amount should be more 
than saved on the bills of power consumers.

On foreign aid. on the gravely-needed expan- 
sion in foreign trade such as the President's 
Randall Commission envisioned, on _ public 
housing, on health re-insurance—on these and 
many other issues the President stands to get 
along as well if not better in a Congress con- 
trolled by the Democrats. That is so because 
on many of these issues Mr. Eisenhower looks 
ahead in the direction of Roosevelt-Truman 
policies rather than backward with the Old 
Guard of his own party that has given him so 
much trouble in the first half of his term. 

There is another reason why many citizens 
will vote for a change in control of Congress. 
That will be to turn thumbs down on the shock- 
ing and revolting smear technique widely ap- 
plied from New York to Oregon in the last 
several weeks of the campaign. The President 
proposed at the outset that the campaign be 
kept on the high level of a debate on his record, 
but that excellent counsel was forgotten even 
by Mr. Eisenhower himself. 

It is only téo true that the wild charge is no 
stranger to American politics. But it is also 
true that not since the Civil War has the pa- 
triotism of so many honorable citizens been be- 
smirched as they ran for office. The chief of- 
fender has been Mr. Nixon many of whose per- 
formances have been only one or two cuts above 
the ugliest McCarthyism. 

» * * 

Yet the White House released a letter of pro- 
fuse thanks from the President to the Vice 
President: And Mr, Eisenhower himself. read 
to his audiences lines that implied that Demo- 
cratic Presidents took the country to war to put 
the unemployed to work. It staggers under- 
standing that such an idea could even enter the 
mind of the man who was Allied Commander- 
in-Chief of the war against Hitlerism and 
Fascism. Surely Dwight Eisenhower does not 
mean to suggest that the noble crusade he led 
in Europe was in reality undertaken to relieve 
unemployment here at home? 

Still another cause for regret is the way in 
which foreign policy has been kicked around. 
Here the Democrats have been the chief critics, 
but it is only fair to say that they have been 
goaded into criticism by the renewal of “the 20 
years of treason” canard, hurled by the G.O.P. 
primitives. Honest, open debate on foreign pol- 
icy is both desirable and necessary. But no one 
should run the risk of dividing the nation on 
foreign policy at a critical time to get votes. 

On Tuesday the American Constitution will be 
at work. All 435 members of the House, 37 of 
96 Senators, 33 of the 48 Governors and count- 
less local offices and proposals will be voted on. 

Every qualified citizen should welcome the 
chance to do his duty. 

Every registered man and woman should 
realize that this opportunity would be denied 
them in most of the world.

The paradox of the election campaign 
is that the central figure in the drama, 
President Eisenhower, still seems re- 
mote and vaguely annoyed by all the 
fuss. 

He does his best to help his side. He 
recites his lines, and tries to be help- 
ful. But even though he is now working 
on the campaign night and day, he 
still regards it as a somewhat unpleas- 
ant duty intruding on more important 
things. 

It was clear at his news conference 
that he was not directing election stra- 
tegy, as Presidents 
Truman and Roose- 


and what was even 
more surprising, 
that he was not 
even paying atten- 
tion to the tactics 
of those who were 
directing the cam- 
paign. 

Almost a_ year 
ago, President Eis- 
enhower said he 
did not think Re- 
publicans and Dem- 
ocrats could live in 
fear of one anoth- 
er forever, and added that he hoped 
the wrangle between the parties over 
Communists-in-Government would be a 
thing of the past by the time the elec- 
tion rolled around. 

A reporter reminded him of this and 
asked whether he had approved the re- 
cent Republican strategy of charging 
Democrats with being “soft on Com- 
munism.” 


An Air of Astonishment 


The President looked puzzled, as if 
he had never heard of any such charges. 
He remarked that the question was 
based on the assumption that there 
actually was such a Republican attitude. 
He added that he had listened to two 
or three Republican speeches here in 
Washington, and hadn’t heard the word 
“Communist” mentioned. 

With an air of astonishment, he told 
the reporters that he hadn’t read the 
recent Republican speeches; that no- 
body had come to him about the details 
of their talks; that his colleagues knew 
what he believed, and that he supposed 
they were merely answering questions 
or presenting the case as they saw it. 

The one question that really in- 
spired his enthusiasm today was a 
philosophical inquiry by Joseph C. 
Harsch of The Christian Science Mon- 
itor on foreign policy, and after half 
an hour of somewhat pained response 
to political questions Gen. Eisenhower 
appeared almost pleased enough to 
shake Mr. Harsch’s hand. 

Through the rest of the news con- 
ference, he was patient and responsive 
but ill-at-ease and sometimes unsure. 
For example, when he was asked about 
a White House memorandum instruct- 
ing department heads to clear ap- 
pointees through the Republican Nation- 
al Committee, his first effort was to the 
effect that the purpose of the White 
House memorandum was merely to get 
the best people possible into the Gov- 
ernment and to get the White House 
out of the patronage channel. 


Political Fact of Life 
The surprising thing about the Pres-

ident’s lack of knowledge of the re-. 


cent Republican ‘“soft-on-Communism” 
charge is that it is one of the most 
widely publicized political facts of the 
last fortnight, and it is being led by his 
favorite political campaigner, Vice Pres- 
ident Richard M. Nixon. 

Mr. Nixon announced in Philadelphia 
on Oct. 19 that, as a result of the “dis- 
tortions” and “shocking” innuendoes of 
the Democratic campaigners, it was 
“time to take the gloves off and come 


out with the hard facts that people 
understand.” 


Actually, he had been hitting the 
Communists-in-Government issue for 
days before that, but since that time he 
has been concentrating on it all over 
the West. 


He was the first to emphasize the “se- 
curity risk” ousters from the Govern- 
ment. He announced that he had per- 
sonally intervened to have the Navy 
Department revoke the security clear- 
ance of Dr. Edward U. Condon, former 


~- director of the-. National Bufeau of 


Standards, who is now employed by the 
Corning Glass Co. and he has re- 
cently been characterizing the Commu- 
nist party as an ally of the Democrats in 
the election. 


On Oct. 25, newspapers reported Mr. 
Nixon as saying in Las Vegas, Nev., that 
Adlai E. Stevenson of Illinois “has not 
changed since he testified for Alger 
Hiss.” The Vice President added, ac- 
cording to these accounts, that if a 
Democratic Congress were elected, “the 
security risks which have been fired by 
the Eisenhower Administration will be 
hired back.” 


How the Smear Spreads 


This same type of attack has spread 
into many of the state campaigns 
against the Democratic candidates, 
though not always at the instigation of 
the official G.O.P. organizations. 


In Ohio, the Republican senatorial 
candidate, Representative George H. 
Bender, has been saying: “The Commu- 
nists know that they can count on a 
far more favorable atmosphere to 
achieve their purposes under Dem- 
ocrats than under Republicans.” 


In Wyoming, supporters of the Re- 
publican candidate for the Senate, Rep- 
resentative William H. Harrison, pub- 
lished display ads in the Cheyenne 
papers characterizing the Democratic 
candidate, former Senator Joseph C. 
O’Mahoney as “Foreign Agent 783.” 
After his defeat in 1952, Mrs O’Ma- 
honey served as legal consultant for 
the United States Cuban Sugar Coun- 
cil. As such he registered with the 
Justice Department—like many other 
attorneys so retained—and was given 
registration number 783. 


Degrees of Campaign Slander 


The same sort of treatment has been 
applied to the Democratic incumbents 
in Montana and Illinois, James E. Mur- 
ray and Paul Douglas, respectively, and 
to the Democratic senatorial candidate 
in Colorado, John Carroll. A Pueblo 
(Colo.) newspaper recently displayed 
an advertisement headed’ “How Red 
Is John Carroll?” 


The Democrats, of course, have trotted 
out all the old bogey-men of the “Hoover 
Depression” and some of the radio 
blurbs put out by Franklin D. Roose- 
velt’s backers against Gov. Dewey’s ad- 
ministration that are masterpieces of 
vilification. 


There are degrees of political slan- 
der, however. The Democrats are ac- 
cusing the Republicans of bungling 
and of indifference to unemployment, 
which is hard enough, but the Repub- 
licans are still implying that the Dem- 
ocrats are winking at treason, which is 
the worst crime of all. 

This, President Eisenhower has never 
done, and would not knowingly con- 
done, but things are done in his name 
that he knows not of.

DOCK STRIKE ENDS 
IN BRITAIN, MEN 
RETURN TOMORROW 


LONDON, Oct. 30 (AP)—The 
waterfront strike that crippled 
eight great ports of this island 
nation for almost a month is 
over. The 44,000 strikers, most 
of whom quit work in defiance 
of their union leaders, voted 
today to go back to the docks 
Monday. 

The strike ended in a compro- 
mise on the issue of compulsory 
overtime. The strikers agreed 
to operate on voluntary over- 
time while the matter is nego- 
tiated. Communists gave the 
strike enthusiastic support and 
the Daily Worker, Communist 
newspaper, hailed the outcome 
as a great victory. 

Three hundred and fifty ships 
arrived during the walkout and 
must be unloaded. Port offi-

In Mr. Smith's opinion, 
American public school educa- 
tion has degenerated into a 
svstem of “planned medioc- 
rity.” Evidence of this may 
be found on many levels. A 
distressingly large number of

many educators (by name) 
and presents as pertinent ex- 
hibits many documents and 
pamphlets.

It may be admitted that the 
“classical studies” to which a 
privileged class of children 
were submitted in the strati- 
fied societies of eighteenth 
century Europe are not necés- 
sarily ideal for an educational 
system in a modern democ- 
racy. Nor would most critics 
of modern schooling insist 
that the rigid drill-sergeant 
technique of 60 years ago 
should be restored. It is dis- 
turbing, however, to find that 
even a small minority of edu- 
cators should believe that the 
majority of American chil- 
dren are dullards.

Of New Novel

EATA, N.M., is a typical 
R company - owned mining 

town, with its company- 
owned stores and company- 
owned houses. When the 
Mexican and other foreign- 
born’ miners establish a little 
hamlet of their own, which 
they call La Cieneguita, on 
the outskirts of Reata to es- 
cape company rents, the com- 
pany sells the land on which 
their crude shacks and hovels 
are built, to.a local politician. 

Led by Ramon Arces, one of 
the miners, they protest vigor- 
ously. Arces is. arrested. 
When the poverty stricken 
miners and their families are 
denied admittance to his trial 
in the Reata courthouse and 
they gain the impression Arces 
is being railroaded, a clash 
with the local police occurs 
in which several men are 
killed, including the sheriff. 
This touches off a riot and a 
reign of terror follows in 
which the Anglos of the town, 
sworn in as deputies, hunt 
down the miners. 

Mr. Lawrence builds his 
labor novel, reminiscent. in 
some ways of Steinbeck’s 
“In Dubious Battle,” around 
this tense situation. He has 
a broad sympathy for the ex- 
ploited minority group and 
writes with a passionate hu- 
manitarianism. When he 
writes of the lunch hour in 
Reata and of the waitresses 
“sweeping off Kiwanis crumbs, 
mopping up Rotarian coffee 
and emptying out Pythian 
cigar butts,” there is a trace 
of Sinclair Lewis in his sa- 
tire. 

“Morning, Noon and Night” 
is a first novel but only the 
first volume of a longer work 
entitled “The Seed” and ‘tthe 
publishers say that Volume 
II of “The Seed” is sched- 
uled for publication in the 
spring of 1955. And that is 
precisely what is wrong with 
this book. It is both disap- 
pointing and aggravating to 
come to the end of it and 
find all the activities in mid- 
flight and no trace of a solu- 
tion to any of the tense situa- 
tions which are left hanging 
in midair. 

The reviewer believes in 
this instance the publishers 
made a mistake; the story 
should have been fully told 
between the covers of one 
book.

THE DEVIL, by Giovanni Papini.

FEW years ago it became 
A cvicent that the Devil had 

returned to literature, not 
as a buffoon or a myth, but 
as a principal character. One 
had only to read the novels of 
Charles Williams, of Graham 
Greene, or of Georges Ber- 
nanos to encounter Satan. 
Then In 1944 Denis de Rouge- 
mont published “The Devil’s 
Share,” a serious and subtle 
book, the first sentence of 
which states that “what de- 
mocracies in general, and 
America in particular, most 
lack is belief in the, Devil.” 


From England comes the 
story of a seminary student 
who asked a liberal professor 
of theology if he believed in 
the Devil. “No, I'm a monothe- 
ist,” was the flippant reply. 
It was very bad theology, for 
the professor must have known 
that at no time in history has 
the Church considered Satan 
a god; he was merely a crea- 
ture—no matter what difficult 
questions his creation might 
pose. 

Now we have Giovanni Pa- 
pini's book, “The Devil,” 
which {s the result of a con- 
siderable amount of research. 
In fact, the quotations and 
references constitute the more 
valuable part of the work; the 
author’s own contribution is 
made up of conjectures and 
speculations so thinly support- 
ed, so lacking in substance, 
that they hardly can be taken 
seriously.

and ingenious makes the 

book almost grotesque. At 
no time does the author grap- 
ple manfully with the: pro- 
found aspects of his problem, 
which is probably the most 
fascinating problem in _ the 
world, and the one most near- 
ly insoluble; he is content to 
skate blithely over the thin 
ice of cleverness. 

One could wish for some- 
thing more solid. In fairness, 
one must admit that the au- 
thor has tried to forestall criti- 
cism by asserting that his 
book is just a first draft “for 
that future Summa Diabologica 
which, one of these centuries, 
a new St. Thomas will have to 
write.” The disclaimer does 
not, however, excuse a lack of 
depth in the first draft. 

The main thesis of the book 
is that Christians do wrong to 
hate the Devil, who should be 
an object of pity and under- 
standing; they should make an 
effort to redeem him through 


T x effort to be original 
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love and restore him to his 
former exalted place among 
the. angels. Perhaps, he says, 
God created man just for this 
purpose—the redemption of 
the Devil. 

Papini resumes the heresy 
of Origen, which the latter re- 
pudiated under pressure, that 
at the end every soul will be 
saved, even the Devil. It is a 
theory which everybody wants 
to believe; it appeals to man’s 
compassion and to his sense 
of order, since it is neat, 
rounded, and all-inclusive. As 
a theory it has everything— 
except one: the. sanction of 
the New Testament. 

Papini rejects the tradition- 
al explanation of the fall of 
Lucifer as due to pride and 
rebellion against God; he ap- 
proves a_ sixteenth -century 
thesis that Lucifer really want- 
ed to be Christ, and that jeal- 
ousy of the Son of God turned 
him into Satan.

“Between Satan and Him- 
self, God hurls us, as His last 
rampart. It is through us that 
for centuries and centuries, 
the same hatred seeks to reach 
Him; it is in the same poor 
human flesh that the ineffable 
murder is brought to comple- 
tion. Ah! Ah! however high, 
however far prayer and love 
may bear us, we carry the 
Devil along with us, affixed to 
our flanks, the frightful com- 
panion, bursting with bound- 
less laughter! Let us pray to- 
gether, that the ordeal may 
be short, and that the wretched 
human multitude may be 
spared. 

“The Devil is not wholly 
master of the world, so long 
as the sacred wrath swells 
within our hearts, so long as 
one human life, in its turn, 
casts the Non Serviam in his 
teeth.” 

The speaker is an old priest 
in the novel, “Under the Sun 
of Satan,” by George Ber- 
nanos. His appraisal of the 
relationship between God, man 
and Satan sounds the note of 
tragedy inherent in the con- 
flict between good and evil. As 
he says at the last, “We are in 
the vanguard of a struggle to 
the death, with our little ones 
behind us.”

MY BROTHER'S KEEPER, by Mar- 
cia Davenport. (Charles Scrib-

ARCIA DAVENPORT'S 
M long and thickly plotted 
novel appears to be based 
on a neéwspaper account sev- 
eral years ago of two elderly 
brothers who were found 
dead in a huge old Man- 
hattan mansion filled with 
junk. These brothers were fi- 
nancially well off but lived 
like hermits. They. had 
boarded up their big house 
against the vandals of the run- 
down neighborhood, had made 
tunnels between ceiling-high 
stacks of newspapers dating 
back 30 or 40 years, and had 
constructed a labyrinth of 
booby traps to ensnare prowl- 
ers. Homer Collyer was par- 
alyzed and Langley was his 
brother's keeper. Homer 
starved to death—unable to 
summon help—when brother 
Langley was accidentally 
killed by one of the traps in 
the decaying house. 


What could bring men to 
live and die like this? many 
persons asked themselves as 
they read the _ wire-service 
stories. Miss Davenport was 
one of them, and her novel 
is a highly imaginative ex- 
planation of that story and 
any number of others like it. 

Miss Davenport’s brothers 
are Seymour and Randall 
Holt, and her story is largely 
one of the Cain-and-Abel va- 
riety, written in blacks and 
whites and only an occasional 
gray. Randall is the good, 
forgiving brother, and Sey- 
mour is the evil, selfish 
brother. There is no legal 
murder here, but much mur- 
der of the soul. Randall is 
strongly influenced by his sen- 
sitive and weak mother whose 
interest in music leads him 
into a brief career in Europe 
and America. Seymour is a 
copy of his despotic and vin- 
dictive grandmother whose 
devilish will deprives them of 
their inheritance until they 
are well into middle age and 
forces them to live in the 
rickety house long past the 
time of its becoming a menace. 

Circumstances are not mere- 
ly unjust to Randall and Sey- 
mour. They punish them be-

yond all reason and belief. 
Randall falls in love with an 
opera star, Renata, only to 
see her waste herself on Sey- 
mour. As if in retribution for 
some of his sins, Seymour 
gradually goes blind. Renata 
abandons her child on the 


Holts’ doorstep (no one ever . 


knows which of the two is the 
infant’s father), and Randall 
attempts to rear the boy in 
the old house and care for 
Seymour, too. 


It doesn’t work, not with 
Seymour around. He is ut- 
terly inhuman to the child. 
So Randall takes him to his 
mother in Italy, consents to 
his adoption by Renata’s 
uncle, and settles all his 
monthly income from the Holt 
estate on the boy. All of this 
comes about after an idyllic 
two or three years with Re- 
nata and little John in Italy, 
abruptly ended because Ran- 
dall must return to care for 
Seymour who has fallen down 
a flight of stairs and is para- 
lyzed from the waist down.

ROM the climax in Italy, 
t what follows seems in- 

evitable. Randall becomes 
completely submissive to Sey- 
mour, and Seymour turns into 
a replica of Grandmother 
Holt.

ERE is a book which pre- 
sents within an evening's 
reading the ten main 
techniques whereby Hindus, 
Buddhists, and Sufis have 
sought to rise to what they 
believe are the highest states 
of consciousness of which man 
is capable — the authentic 
mescalin of the human spirit. 
Written by a man who has 
lived 38 years in the East to 
study these things, the book 


discloses an obvious famili- 
arity with its subject. Never- 
theless the results are not al- 
together satisfying. The ear- 
lier chapters which describe 
the yogas of Hinduism are 
best; here brevity excludes 
neither insight into objectives 
nor attention to techniques, 
But the chapters on Buddhism, 


China, and the Sufis read like 
catalogues. 


One thing 38 years in the 
Orient does not seem to have 
bred out of the author is a 
promotional zeal and adver- 
tising come-on which one 
usually associates with the 
West. Thus the book reads 
like a Dale Carnegie guide on 
how to make friends with 
dhyana and influence your 
kundalini. It is hard to re- 
press a feeling that there is 
something basically false in a 
book which would bring. the 
reader to the point where he 
ean choose his yogas “with all 
the natural confidence with 
which he can choose a good 
cigar.” The spirit if not the 
letter of the East speaks more 
authentically in Confucius’s 
remark that one “cannot but 
be chary” when speaking of 
the highest.

Delinquency 


JUVENILE OFFICER, by Capt. 
Harold L. Stallings of the Los 
Angeles County Sheriff's De 
ment with David Dressler. (Thom- 
as Y. Crowell Co., 247 pgs., $3.)

AROLD STALLINGS, 
H whose work with juvenile 

delinquents in Los An- 
geles county provided the ma- 
terial from which these ab- 
sorbing stories were tailored, 
was 16 years old when he suf- 
fered an experience that could 
have made him a criminal. 

Beaten, kicked and slapped 
by brutal police officers who 
found him and a 17-year-old 
companion in a hotel room oc- 
cupied by a professional bur- 
glar, he became a “cop 
hater.” - It was only the love 
of his widowed mother that 
counterbalanced this hatred, 
Stallings’s companion, an or- 
phan, was not so lucky. He 
became a criminal and even- 
tually was executed for kill- 
ing a policeman in a holdup, 

Most criminals, Stallings 
believes, are created by un- 
loving parents, people who 
don’t understand children and 
by other causes of atte 
childhoods. 

He cites as an outstanding 
example Ernest Booth, con- 
vict author of “The Big 
House” and “Stealing Through 
Life,” now serving a life sen- 
tence at San Quentin as an 
habitual criminal. 


* * 
$6 | HAVE always believed,” 
Booth told Stallings up- 

on entering San Quentin 

for the last time, “that if my 
father had come to me in per- 
son, the first time I was ar- 
rested, when I was about 10; 
if he had shown by that act 
that he loved me and was 
sincerely interested in my wel- 
fare: if he had been more 
personal with me, I wouldn’t 
be where I am today—buried.” 
One of the stories, which 
are ably done by David Dress- 
ler although somewhat on the 
slick side, deals with the 
“Pachuco” or “zoot stit” riots 
of several years ago. Stallings 
contends the riots in the be- 
ginning were minor assault 
cases and were built up by 
rumor, racial tensions and 
headline writers who hopped 
on the words “Pachuco” and 
“zoot suit” to give the stories 
identifying punchlines. Fed by 
these factors, the riots actual- 
ly got out of hand later and 
only the weight of a commu- 
nity organization approach fi- 

nally cleared the air. 

Stallings also offers and in- 
teresting explanation of the 
derivation of the word “Pa- 
chuco.” Mexican-born par- 
ents of zoot suiters applied the 
term affectionately to wearers 
of the reat pleat and the stuff 
cuff, borrowing it from field 
workers in Pachuco, Mexico, 
who wore their pants loose-fit- 
ting because of the heat, and 
tight at the ankles to prevent 
insects from crawling up their 
legs.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30 (UP) 
—Senator Joseph R. McCarthy 
demanded today that Senator 
Guy M. Gillette (Dem.), Iowa, 
“give a yes or no answer” before 
Tuesday's congressional election 
on whether he will vote to cen- 
sure McCarthy.

Our economy has slipped bad- | 
ly in the past year and still is 


14 billion dollars; one out of 20. 
Americans is still looking for 
work in vain. Although the Pres- 
ident said last Monday—and I 
emphatically agree with him— 
that “in our economy, to stand 
stitll is to fall behind,” he still 
says “in the past two years 
there been heartening events” 
and speaks boastfully of “the 
most prosperous peace-time year 
in our history.” 

I believe that the American 
people well know that the Dem- 
ocratic party does not belittle 
unemployment or economic re- 
cession in any degree nor has it 
ever been indifferent or com- 
placent in the presence of anx- 
lety or want oer human mis- 
fortune. 

But more disturbing still is 
. that not just the Vice Presi- 

dent and the Republican cam- 
paigners but now the Presi- 
dent himself has affirmed the 
proposition that our prosperity 
has been achieved in the past 
only at the price of war and 
bloodshed. This of course has 
been standard Communist 
propaganda for years and is 
believed by many to prove that 
the United States is ready to 
precipitate war in order to 
save capitalism. 

I am sure that the President 
must have spoken thoughtlessly 
and carelessly; and let me say to 
our friends and our enemies be- 
yond the seas that no one who 
sincerely believes in free capital- 
ism can believe that we can only 
be prosperous when at war. 

Moreover the facts contradict 
it. The President evidently for- 
gets the. successful transition 
from war to peace in 1945 and 
1946, when in a single year 8,- 
000,000 men were released from 
the armed services and defense 
spending fell 10 times as much 
as in the past year. Yet in 1946, 
we had far less unemployment 
than we have today. One must 
assume, too, that the President 
has not been informed about the 
prosperous peace-time years of 
1947 and 1948 when defense 
spending was less than one third 
as large as it is today, and yet 
unemployment was at’ least a 
million less. Of course, a Demo- 
cratic Congress will not solve all 
our probems. But on a whole 
series of issues defense, foreign 
/policy, anti-depression, civil lib- 
erties—a Democratic Congress is 
more likely to bring about 
healthy results.

TOKYO, Oct. 30 «UP;—Com- 
munism’s ground and. air 
strength in the Far East out- 
numbers free world forces about 
two to one. 

Red China, Russia and North 
Korea have massed more than 
3,000,000 ground troops on the 
Asian mainland. They have 
backed them up with air and 
submarine forces far bigger than 
America §. 

The most important factor is 
that Russia has helped Commu- 
nist China streamline its 4,500,- 
000 loosely-organized guerrillas 
into a hard-hitting modern army 
of 2,000,000 men. 

American military strategists, 


studving the Red _ buildup in 
Asia, also point to these facts: 
1. North Korea has built a 
bigger army than it had before 
the Korean war Started. 
®’ Russia has shipped hun- 
dreds of new bombers and jet 


{iahters to the Far East. 

3. The Soviets have built the 
world’s biggest submarine force 
and assigned nearly one-third of 
it to the Pacific. 

Morale Is Good. 

United States officers rate 
the morale of the Russian, Red 
Chinese and North Korean 
armies in the Far East as “gen- 
erally good to high.” 

They see no signs that large 
numbers of Communist soldiers 
would defect to the West in 
case of war — a wishful thought 
sometimes voiced by Nationalist 
China and Republic of Korea 
leaders. 

Evaluating the present Red | 
Chinese army, one United | 
States officer said: 

“The transformation of Chi-,| 
nese Communist forces from a 
guerrilla horde into an effective 
modern army is nearing com- 
pletion.

Oscar F, Funk, former Union 
Electric Co. vice president, died 
here yesterday afternoon. He was 
found unconscious in bed at 
Forest Park Hotel and taken to 
St. Luke’s Hospital, where phy- 
sicians pronounced him dead. 

Mr., Funk, 60 years old, was 
here with his wife, Mrs. Marie 
Funk, to visit relatives while 
en route from their home at 
Mackinac Island, Mich., to Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla. 

Relatives said Mr. Funk, who 
was ousted from his $20,000-a- 
year position with Union Elec- 
tric in 1938, had been ill with 
a heart ailment. He had recently 
suffered from a cold and decid- 
ed to remain in bed yesterday, 
it was said. 

Mr. Funk’s ouster from the 
utilities concern led to an in- 
vestigation by the Securities and 
Exchange Commission which re- 
sulted in sensational disclosures 
in connection with political slush 
fund operations. 

The Government never 
charged Mr. Funk with par- 
ticipation in the slush fund ac- 
tivities. He later brought three 
damage suits for $2,200,000 
against Union Electric and North 
American Co,, a holding com- 
pany. The suits were settled 
out of court in 1947.

The St. Louis “istrict’s 120- 
day-and-night thoroughbred rac-

ERE at ‘Fitzsimons Army 
H itospitar Cpl. Ramon lL. 

Gray of St. Louis is fight- 
ing his own. personal war. It is 
a battle against tuberculosis and 
time, the slow and creeping time 
which must pass before he can 
be home with his wife and new 
baby. He is fighting a winning 
battle, however, because Cpl, 
Gray is a stubborn man. 


He was a stubborn man in his 
country’s last war, as well as 
in his own private war, and that 
is why the Army decorated him 
day before yesterday. Cpl. Gray 
was decorated for his conduct 
as a prisoner of war in Korea. 

He just plain wouldn’t brain- 
wash. 

On Friday down at Fort Car- 
son, about 65 miles south of 
here, the flags fluttered and a 
100-piece band played and a 
four - platoon honor guard 
marched and Cpl. Gray was 
decorated and then he came 
back to his ward here. Brig. 
Gen. Thomas L. Sherburne pre- 
sented the Army Commendation 
Ribbon, with metal pendant, to 
Cpl. Gray. 


The commendation said Gray 
was: “A leader among fellow 
prisoners of war and‘as such he 
openly and actively opposed the 
teachings of his Communist cap- 
tors. His leadership and stead- 
fast devotion to the principles 
of Democracy earned for Cpl. 
Gray many hours, days and 
weeks of inhumane treatment 
and torture, 


“His active resistance con- 
tributed in a‘large measurement 
toward the failure of the Com- 
munist indoctrination program 
for prisoners of war and _ in- 
spired his fellow prisoners to 
greater strength in_ resisting 
Communism.” 


Cpl. Gray is one of 57 former 
War prisoners over the country 
who are scheduled to be deco- 
rated. He:went down to Fort 
Carson in a heated car, with 
blankets. He, contracted tuber- 
culosis in prison.camp, where 
his captors kept him in solitary 
for weeks on end in freezing 
weather because he _ resisted 
their beliefs, He came back to 
Fitzsimons to accept many con- 
gratulations, and happy with 
the news his disease has im- 
proved enough to advance to the 
less strictly isolated “Stage Two” 
ward, .and exceedingly happy 
about the birth of his first child. 


But it will be a long time be- 
fore Cpl. Gray can be with his 
first child. He can have visitors 
now, but they must be more than 
16 years old. If things go well, 
he will be released in April. 


A re watched Gray the 
other day the first time he saw 
his little girl le, and the 
soldier thought that was mar- 
velous. His baby, Kelly Lyn, 
born -Oct. 19, was only a few 
hours old. She, and Mrs: Norma 
Jean Gray, were on television. 
Although they were only a block 
away, in the hospital maternity:

He had a 
year and a half of college credit 
from Monmouth College and 
Southwestern Missouri State. He 
was a member of the Army Re- 
serve and on Sept. 1 he was 
called to active duty. At 22, he 
was a veteran—he had one year 
in the Navy. The son of Mrs. 
George Meynell, 2635 Chippewa 
street, he had quit Roosevelt 
High School in his freshman 
year in 1945 to enlist, came back 
and ,.completed high school after 
he was discharged. 


He and his older brother, Pete, 
a St. Louis postal clerk, signed

unit. After his call to duty in 
September, he left for overseas 
the following Nov. 15. It was to 
be a long time before Norma 
Jean Gray, who had been his 
high school sweetheart, would 
see her husband again.

On Dec. 7, 1950, Gray landed 
in Inchon and was assigned as a 
recoilless-rifle gunner to a heavy 
weapons company in the Second 
Division’s Ninth Infantry Regi- 
ment.

IS capture came like this: 
His eight-man patrol was 
cut off from their unit, went 
to sleep in a hut in a village oc- 
cupied by American forces and 
was awakened by a Chinese 
Communist poking his head into 
the hut the next morning. The 
Americans had pulled out in 


the night, unknowingly leaving 


the orphaned patrol behind. 


“A couple of the guys shot the 
Red who had his head in the 


- 
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door,” said Gray. “We took out 
through the back of the hut. 
The place was jumping with 
Chinese — shooting, whistles 
blowing and those _ bugles 
screeching. Those damn bugles 
always did give me the shivers.? 
The patrol was captured. 


Three months later Gray was 
the only one of the eight left 
alive. f about 700 American 
prisoners taken jn the Wanju 
area where Gray was captured, 
an estimated 200 reached Camp 
One on the Yalu — 160 miles 
away by direct route. Gray esti- 
mates they. marched 500 miles, 
zig-zag and back and forth, ap- 
parently senselessly, to get 
there. 

When he got there he weighed 
about 100 pounds. He had 
weighed about 165 when cap- 
tured. The daily fare — every 
day—was two bowls of rice. Most 
of the marching was done at 
night. Men were dying of dys- 
entary and malnutrition. Some 
died under strafing by Amer- 
ican planes, because the column 
looked like just another Com-

‘““There was this one English- 
speaking non-com,” Gray re- 
called. ‘‘He used to holler, ‘Fall

“We used to call him Porky 

Pig, because he was so fat,” the 
corporal lauvhec. “He tried to 
look up ‘Porky Pig’ in the dic- 
tionary.” 
* When, in May, the dwindling 
group of prisoners got to Camp 
One they were split up, a few 
to a guarded shack. Their cap- 
tors set out to instruct them in 
the glories of Communism. Re- 
peatedly Gray was asked to sign 
“peace petitions.” Repeatedly, 
he refused. 


When a G.I. “progressjve” de- 
livered a lecture on “how capi- 
talism enslaves the worker,” 
Gray informed him, and the as- 
sembly, he was a liar. He told 
the unbelieving guards about 
everybody having automobiles, 
and freedom, in the, United 
States. He was tossed into a 
“reactionary squad” for inten- 
sive indoctrination, 


His captors brought around 
the pamphlets and Gray wasn't 
an apt pupil at all. They made 
him stand at attention for hours 
in -the snow, wearing tennis 
shoes, to give him time to think 
it over. 


“And those same two bowls 
of mice every day,” Col. Gray 
said, while eating lunch here. 
Cole slaw, meat loaf, mashed po- 
tatoes, gravy, spinach, milk, 
strawberry shortcake, coffee. He 
weighs 165 pounds again.

FTER the peace talks start- 
Aca. Gray said, things in gen- 

eral got better in the camp. 
But he ended up in solitary for 
his longest stretch in the 30 
months he was a prisoner. 


“This officer—I called him 
Muleface — would call me in 
every few days and tell me to 
confess,” Gray said. 

“What did he want you to 
confess?” ° 


“Damn if I knew—that’s what 
got on my nerves the worst.” 

He finally learned he was ac- 
cused of being a member of an 
underground resistance move- 
ment in the camp. Was he? “Fun- 
ny,” he grinned, “but I wasn't 
in that group.” 

Muleface, an expert brain- 
washer by Gray's. standards, 
would stand the corporal aj at- 
tention and tap significantly on 
a book and say, “It’s all in here 
what you've done. Think! Con- 
fess it. We know. My patience is 
wearing thin. Don’t you want to 
see your family again? I hear 
you have a beautiful wife—nice 
family. Don’t you want to see 
them again?” 

Gray kept saying he had noth- 
ing to confess. He said he often 
wondered if the officer would 
actually shoot him, as threat- 
ened. He had a: lot of time to 
think about it. He was in soli- 
tary—an unheated shack—almost 
four months. 

They made him sit cross- 
legged on the floor all the time. 
He said he almost went crazy. 
He couldn't get up. The tempera- 
ture was below zero. He wanted 
to jump up and run and scream 
but he couldn't, or, at least, 
didn’t. His reason: “I only had 
the use of my arms and hands, 
sitting there. If I had fought 
them they would have hapd- 
cuffed me. I couldn't stand the 
idea of that.”

E learned a prisoner in the 
H next shack was wearing 

handcuffs clamped too 
tightly on swollen wrists. “He 
had been sitting there eight 
months,” Gray said, The prison- 
er hadn't been told what he was 
accused of. 

Gray sat there and tried to 
remember grammar rules and 
poetry, and thought about how 
nice it would be to be home, and 


‘counted cracks in the floor and 


did what he could to keep from 
losing his mind. Eventually, he 
started trying to think up some- 
thing to confess to. 


“I believe those guys could 


\ 


erack anybody if they had them 
long enough,” Gray said. Askéa 
about the currently much-pub- 
licized prisoners who are being 
court-martialed, the corporal 
said he didn’t see much of that 
sort of thing at all?’ He was 
asked about what he throught 
about such prisoners. He said 
he didn't know about their indi- 
vidual cases. He didn’t appear 
to be much interested. He said, 
“All I know is I'd hate for those 
Communist so-and-so’s to have 
had me any longer.”

HROUGHOUT his remem- 
T brances of his prison camp 

days, Gray repeatedly insist- 
ed his conduct had not been 
particularly outstanding. But he 
and the 56 other men to be dec- 
orated were chosen bv inter- 
viewing their fellow prisoners, 
the most rigid test. 

“I finally confessed.” Gray 
said. He eonfessed to two 
things, neither of which he had 
done. He confessed to setting a 
hut on fire, an action which had 
caused the Reds a lot of bother, 
and he confessed to inciting a 
group of prisoners not to exer- 
cise. He felt safe in these con- 
fessions because he didn't know 
who had done either act. 

Muleface felt he was getting 
somewhere, but he wasn't satig- 
fied completely. He release 
Gray, after Gray “confessed™ 
also to belonging to a group he. 
knew hothing about, but the of- 
ficer threatened years of hard 
labor if Gray didn’t quit being 
a trouble-maker. 


“And don’t think we can't 
make you tell us anything you 
know,” the officer gritted, 

“I believed him,” Gray said. 
“When I got back with my bud- 
dies I made them promise not 
to tell me anything, not even to 
talk about things around me. I 
was afraid they would take me 
back to solitary and make me 
talk.

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Mrs. Frederick $. Haeberle Is Looked Upon as Final Authority on Knotty Snarls of Procedure

ACK in the 1860s, a young 

West Pointer named Henry 

Martyn Robert was called on 
unexpectedly to preside at a 
meeting. He made somewhat of 
a hash of it. Chagrined and em- 
barrassed, he determined to 
learn more about the proper 
procedure in the gavel depart- 
ment and set about doing re- 
search. 

The Civil War interrupted his 
project, and incidentally made 
him a General, but by Feb. 19, 
1876, the results of his study, in 
book form, were ready to be 
published by S. C. Griggs and 
Co. of Chicago. 

The book—all clubwomen may 
now recite the title in unison— 
was “Robert’s Rules of Order,” 
and, as “Robert's Rules of Or- 
der, Revised” (publication taken 
over by Foresman and Co. in 
1898), it has become the corner- 
stone of parliamentary pro- 
cedure. 

It is doubtful that Gen. Rob- 
ert envisioned the vast effect 
his work would have on genera- 
tions of earnest women rising to 
rescind, reconsider, or ratify. It 
is exceedingly doubtful whether 
he could have imagined succes- 
sive groups of these | women, 
gathering year after year around 
a huge round dining room ta- 
ble, studying his book as they’ve 
been doing at Mrs. Frederick S. 
Haeberle’s home for over 20 
years. Unquestioned dean of the 
parliamentarians in St. -Louis, 
elected state president of their 
organization recently, Mrs. Hae- 
berle herself couldn’t have 
imagined it 25 years ago. 

She was the. wife of a doctor 
at that time and the idea of any 
kind of outside profession hadn't 
entered her mind. Certainly 
she didn't foresee her career as 


every Madame Chairman’s best — 


friend, final authority on knotty 
snarls of procedure, court of ap- 
peals on by-laws, teacher, trav- 
eler, lecturer, specialist, and ad- 
viser to the club-lorn.

OT only the wife of a doctor 
N but the daughter of one, Dr. 

William D. Carter, a Civil 
War surgeon, Helen Carter spent 
her girlhood in Nashville, IIl., 
and studied piano at the Chicago 
Conservatory of Music. While 
visiting friends in St. Louis, she 
met Dr. Frederick S. Haeberle, 
son of the Rev. Louis F. Hae- 
berle, head of Eden Seminary. 
They were married and moved 
into the big house at 3206 He- 
bert avenue where she has lived 
ever since. They had no chil- 
dren and Mrs. Haeberle became 
interested in organizational 
work, especially in the Eastern 

tar. 


Like young soldier Robert, she 
soon got to the place where she 
felt she needed a little training. 
One of her sister members 
taught her what she knew about 
parliamentary es *. Mrs. 
Haeberle proved such an apt 
pupil that she became a member 
of the National Association of 
Parliamentarians and took an 
examination for a certificate en- 
titling her to teaeh. She was 
the first registered parliamen- 
tarian in St. Louis. ’ 


As every clubwoman knows, 
success in one organization is 
just the first splash of the peb- 
ble in the water. From then on, 
the ripples widen in all direc- 
tions. Mrs. Haeberle soon be- 
came president of the Medical 
Auxiliary and found that the 
entire membership of 85 doctors’ 
wives wanted to learn parlia- 
mentary procedure. She started 
her first class in 1932 and since 
the class was so large, she had 
the lessons mimeographed. This 
course of study quite naturally 
became a book, The President’s 
Guide, copyrighted in 1934. Now 
published in two volumes, it has 
sold thousands of copies. 

Dr. Haeberle died 15 years 
ago and after that Mrs. Haeberle 
devoted more time to her par- 
liamentary work. By then the

Mrs. Haeberle savs. “You can't 
get people to study it; they have 
to realize the need for it. After 
a woman has been elected presi- 
dent and stumbles through a 
meeting or two, she discovers 
she should have been prepared.” 


A large number of them pre- 
pare in advance, and in each 
class are vice presidents gearing 
themselves for the vear ahead 
and chairmen planning for the 
convention or annual meeting 
they'll have to preside over next 
June, 

. Mrs. Haeberle prefers to teach 
small classes of 12 or under, and 
holds most class meetings in her 
own dining room with all the 
students gathered around the 
table to which she, long ago, had 
a huge round top-affixed. Her 
year begins in January with two 
10-week sessions that run until 
summer, and a third class that 
begins in the fall. Last year she 
graduated 85 students and that's 
a good vearly average. She also 
does private coaching. 

“And a bit of ghost writing,” 
she smiles. “Man walked in 
here last week and told me he 
had to make two. speeches, 
would I ghost them? I sat him

RS. HAEBERLE teaches 
Monis Robert’s, although in 
the years since he compiled 
his book dozens of others have 
written on the same subject. All 
parliamentary procedure, of 
course, goes back to the English 
Parliament and to the system 
which was later copied by our 
Own governing bodies. 
“Genéral Robert simply com- 
piled the rules which were used 
by the Congress and Senate into 
a book that could be followed 
by all organizations,” Mrs. Hae- 
berle explains. “Now, we call 
the Senate and House legisla- 


tive bodies, and women’s clubs, 
deliberative bodies.” 


Most women start their par- 
liamentary training with the 
idea of specific use in some club 
office, but many of them be- 
come so intrigued with the 
whole idea of the two classes of 
motions, debatable and unde- 
batable, the four groups, main, 
subsidiary, incidental, and priv- 
ileged, and the difference be- 
tween accept, adopt, and ap- 
prove, that they follow the stidy 
of parliamentary procedure for 
the sheer joy of it. Next Sat- 
urday, for example, the St. Louis 
Unit of the National Association 
of Parliamentarians, which was 
established by Mrs. Haeberle, 
will hold an institute from 10 
a.m. to 3 p.m. at the Forest Park 
Hotel, to discuss some of the 


finer points of distinction. 

While Mrs. Haeberle bows to 
Robert as the final authority— 
“It’s not what I think, it’s what 
Robert’s says,” is a favorite 
statement of hers—occasionally 
questions come up which Robert 
did not foresee. A few years 
ago, at one of the many conven- 
tions she visits, Mrs. Haeberle 
received several questions of 
that nature, and conceived the 
idea of forming a mail question 
club.

LONG with her parliamen- 
A tary clubs, Mrs. Haeberle be- 

longs to a few others and 
usually ends up serving them as 
parliamentarian. Among them 
are: Business and. Professional 
Women’s Club, Music Federa- 
tion, St. Louis Chapter of the 
D.A.R. (descended from Gen. 
Ogle, a member of Washing- 
ton’s staff), Amvets Auxiliary, 
Medical Auxiliary, Missouri 
State Nurses Association, Gold 
Star Mothers, South Central 
Regional I.T.C. (Toastmistress 
clubs), Hawthorn I1.T.C., Grand 
Jurisdiction O.E.S., American 
Pen Women and the Alpha 
Study Club. Right now she’s 
treasurer of one organization, 
president of four others, includ- 
ing the Downtown Women’s Re- 
publican Club. 

“Presiding is like play,” Mrs. 
Haeberle says of her club work. 
“It’s the executive duties in- 
between that get me down.” 


A symphony subscriber for 45 
years, she’s interested in music, 
and in summer when she’s not 
teaching, she’s an ardent gar- 
dener, specializing in iris and 
vegetables. While she tries to 
take a rest in summer, her tele- 
phone knows no season. A 
straightforward, forthright, and 
spunky type, vigorous by nature, 
Mrs. Haeberle wears no glasses, 
has all her own teeth and loves 
to sink them into problems. 


“They'll call me all excited,” 
she says. “‘Can you help me 


out? I’m ina jam.’ Girl called 
up not two hours ago. Asked 
me about something. I said I'd 


look up the by-laws of her or- 
ganization—they all keep copies 
of their by-laws on file with 
me—and.call her back.” 


The snarliest recent problem 
she can recall occurred when an 
outgoing president failed to pay 
bills and the new president was 
dunned for them during the 
summer when the club didn't 
hold meetings. Bills were sup- 
posed to be approved, not by 
the board but by the member- 
ship but the new president 
called a board meeting and had 
them approved anyway so they 
could be paid. Mrs. Haeberle 
told her she had done the right 
thing and that she hoped her ac- 
tion would be ratified. 


Non-payment “of bills is not 
a common problem but non- 
voting for one’s self is. With 
mistaken modesty, some mem- 
bers will toss in a blank ballot 
rather than vote for themselves. 
Not long ago, one tearful woman 
told her she’d done just that and 
lost by one vote. She got scant 
sympathy. 

We asked if personality con- 
flicts weren't responsible for 
many club problems. Mrs. 
Haeberle gave us an eloquent 
look. 

“Half of them,” she said. “I 
often tell them to go home and 
sleep on their problems and they 
won't look so bad. If we'd only. 
remember our by-laws and for- 
get personalities, we wouldn't 
have so much trouble.”

OT infrequently, Mrs. Haeb- 
N erle is called in to help re- 

vise or amend by-laws. Per- 
sonally she advocates the slow- 
-€r process of amendment. . 

“By-law revisions are painful,” 
she says. “Never saw a complete 
revision without a fight.” 

While Mrs. Haeberle is frank 
to say, “Some women go hay- 
wire and you wish you'd never 
set eyes on them,” she’s fond of 
the large per cent of all she’s 
known throughout the years. If 
you think a woman beset and 
besieged by problems from club- 
women would come up with a 
scathing indictment of the en- 
tire breed, you're quite wrong. 

“Men get in as many snarls as 
women do and are harder to con- 
vince they’re wrong,” she Says. 
“They’re stubborn and stubborn- 
ness has no part in club work.” 

As for the advisability of club 
activity: 

“A woman who belongs to no 
clubs is too narrow to live,” is 
Mrs. Haeberle’s blunt opinion. 
“I don’t see how a man could 
get along with her. It broadens 
a woman to do club work and 
she comes home better fitted 
to do her work with her fam- 
ily. No woman should _ go 
through life without belonging 
to half a dozen clubs and be- 
ing active in two or three.

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Miniature Republ 
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Boys and Girls From Homes Both 
Rich and Poor Run Own Community 


in Project Dedicated to Helping 
Those With Behavior Problems

N THIS BEAUTIFUL Finger Lakes region of central New York 
| state there sprawls over 600 acres of farm and wooded land

In this miniature republic, only teen-agers can be citizens. 
Adults may hold honorary citizenship, but they have no vote in 


the affairs of this little “nation.” 


The kids—125 boys and girls at the present time—govern 


themselves. 


They elect their own officials, make their own laws, 


dispense justice according to their own ideas, run their own 
jail, print their own currency, and operate their own bank. All 
work so many hours each day at jobs of their own choosing and, 
under an unusual provision in their republic's constitution, get 


paid for going to school. 


Formally known as the George 
Junior Republic, this community 
is like no other in the world, 
with one exception. The kids, 
just as adults do everywhere, 
beef about their income taxes. 

Named originally after its 
founder, William R. George, a 
New York jewelry box manufac- 
turer, the Junior Republic of to- 
day is the result of pioneering 
experimentation in youth self- 


government and the understand- - 


ing of young people accumulated 
and developed over half a cen- 
tury. Founded in 1895, the 
Junior Republic is praised by 
sociologists and educators as an 
outstanding educational institu- 
tion where stress is laid not so 
much on scholarship as on the 
preparation of young people for 
mature, adult living. 


Dedicated to helping boys and 
girls between the ages of 13 
and 19 who have behavior prob- 
lems and are in need of special- 
ized guidance, the Republic to- 
day numbers among its citizens 
youngsters from rich homes and 
others from city slums. There 
are citizens whose folks are 
listed in the social register and 
others with parents whose 
names . have decorated police 
blotters. 

Although of varied national, 
racial and religious backgrounds, 
the young people all have one 
thing- in common. They've had 
difficulties in home, school or/ 
community and they’ve come to 
the Republic to work out these 
difficulties, to learn to both 
respect and wield authority, to 
accept discipline and administer 
it, to follow and to lead. 


* ® *® 


IGHT now the citizens of the 
Rsuior Republic are buzzing 

ver their yearly presidential 
election. On Tuesday they'll go 
to the polls and by secret ballot 
elect a chief executive for the 
coming year. 

“There’s more work connected 
with being president than a lot 
of people think,” 17-year-old 
Bob, who is stepping down from 
the presidency and leaving the 
Republic after a three year stay, 
grinned a little wryly. “For one 
thing, you never have a minute 
to yourself. There’s always 
somebody wants to see you about 
something.” 

As president of the Republic, 
Bob’s salary is four dollars a 
week. This summer he put in as 
high as 55 hours a week, par- 
ticularly during haying season, 
on the Republic farm and laid 
aside a little money he plans to 
use for a college education. 
Bob’s school work all through 
his stay at the Republic earned 
him dividends, too. 


Bob surprised everyone by 
turning from an _ indifferent 
student into an eager beaver, 
became valedictorian in high 
school. Since school pay is based 
not only on achievement but 
attitude and effort, he’s been a 
top wage earner in the Republic. 
Between now and January, when 
he will leave the diminutive 
democracy, Bob will take some 
special science courses and con- 
tinue on a farm job. 


“After college,” says this seri- 
ous, bespectacled youth, “I hope 
either to teach school or be- 
come a social worker.” 


The betting around the Re- 
public is that President Bob will 
be succeeded by a personable 
young man, 16-year-old acting 
chief magistrate Cal. 


Now a junior in the Republic's 
high school, Cal is earning about 
$13 a week. Three dollars of that 
sum comes from his magistrate’s 
post and the rest from school 
work and a job in the com- 
munity machine shop. 


An outspoken critic of the ad- 
ministration, al thinks the 
present government of the Re- 
public has been too lackadaisical. 
He also says that his experience 
as chief magistrate has led him 
to believe that the Republic’s 
“civil code has bugs in it” and 
if he gets to be president he'll 
press for legislation to revis 
the code. : 


“You saw what happened to- 
night,” Cal said one evening re- 
cently as he removed and care- 
fully folded his black judge's 
robes at the end of a court ses- 
sion in the gymnasium. “Here 
we have girl, a justice of 
the peacé, swearing she had 
served a summons on a kid ac- 
cused of playing hookey. Well 
the kid says he didn’t get a 
summons, so we pick up the 
justice of the peace on a per- 
jury charge. Then her counsel 
comes along and says there’s no 
statement in the law book say- 
ing that it is the duty of the 
justice of the peace to issue 
summonses. So we've got a fine 
kettle of fish.” 


There are those among the 


é. 


Republic’s citizens who think 
young Cal is too stern a judge. 
On the night we attended court, 
a fine of $5 imposed on a citi- 
zen for a seemingly minor in- 
fraction of the law, talking with- 
out permission to a citizen in 
jail, brought gasps from the 
courtroom. In the Republic $5 
is a lot of money. 


* * ® 


N the same night, the youth- 
Q ful judge sentenced two citi- 

zens to two weeks in the 
workhouse for ‘‘skipping 
grounds,” and ordered another 
citizen to the social sanitarium 
for stealing. But a stickler when 
it comes to the letter of the law, 
he dismissed a charge of neglect 
of duty against a citizen acting 
as jail keeper when the girl de- 
fense attorney insisted that the 
jail keeper had not been proper- 
ly instructed in his duties by 
the. Board of Police Commis- 
sioners. 


The new citizen coming to the 
Republic sometimes finds a bit 
heady his new freedom from 
restriction by adults, but he also 
soon finds that his fellow teen- 
age citizens will stand for very 
little nonsense. If he breaks the 
community laws, he will have to 
answer in court and a citizen 
arresting officer will see that 
he gets there. 


If his offense is a mild one, 
a misdemeanor such as being 
late to or skipping classes, 
breaking curfew or smoking in 
restricted places, the offender 
may be fined or sentenced to 
the workhouse. At the Republic, 
workhouse is strictly “a state of 
being.” A citizen is not incarce- 
rated. He is, instead, required 
to work for the government for 
a certain period and must sub- 
sist on second-class board, which 
means no second helpings and 
no desserts. 


More serious:-offenses, such as 
larceny, using obscene lan- 
guage, assault, or partaking of 
alcoholic beverages may land 
him in the Republic’s Social 
Sanitarium. Like the workhouse, 
“Social San” as the kids call it, 
is a temporary status. The citi- 
zen is denied the right of mak- 
ing decisions for himself and his 
daily program is regulated by 
a member of the Republic’s 
adult social service staff. As 
soon as the citizen proves he is 
able to live in harmony with the 
community, supervision is re- 
moved and he is once more free 
to map his own daily routine of 
school, work and recreation. 


Where a youngster shows defi- 
nite signs of difficulty in adjust- 
ing to the life of the Republic, 
he may be placed by the social 
doctor.in the Treatment Center. 
The Center is an isolated cot- 
tage with a special program of 
activities directed by an experi- 
enced adult assisted by one or 
two teen-age “interns” who help 
the “socially ill” citizen toward 
an understanding of his own 
problems. 


The word “delinquent” is 
never heard in the Junior Re- 
public.

N the beginning, William R. 

George, or “Daddy” George as 

he was called by the thousands 
of youngsters he befriended be- 
fore his death in 1936, set up 
what is now the Junior Repub- 
lic as a summer camp where 
poor childreh could escape for 
the summer from the swelter of 
Manhattan’s slums. 


For four years, from 1890 
through 1894, George observed 
the youngsters who came to the 
summer camp established not 
far from the farm on which he 
grew up before moving to New 
York to make his fortune. He 
was pleased with the kids’ health, 
reaction to the fresh air and 
sunshine but he was far from 
pleased. with his observation 
that the young people, at first 
grateful, soon began to take for 
granted everything that was 
done for them. 


During the fourth summer, 
George began an experiment. 
When food and gifts arrived at 
the camp from his friends, he 
did not pass them out as usual 
but announced that kids‘ willing 
to work could earn whatever 
item of food or clothing they de- 
sired. Accustomed to “getting 
something for nothing,” the kids 
jeered this idea but finally one 
soy stepped forward. He would, 
he said, work for a particular 
suit he had seen among the gifts 
of clothing. . 

George put him to work clear- 
ing stones in a meadow.: 
boys volunteered for other jobs 
and soon the whole camp was 
working. “Nothing without 
Jabor” became a basic principle 
of the camp. 


Then George began to experi-

ment with the idea of self-gov- 
ernment for his campers. When 
he retired from his business in 
1895 to establish the «Republic 
as a permanent, year-round, 
community, he was convinced 
that, given the chance, the 
youngsters could runa miniature 
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republic just as well as adults 
could manage a_ full-fledged 
democracy. 

First off the new Republic 
needed a constitution and two 
of its citizens set to work on 
the problem. They turned out 
an amazingly fine document. 
The constitution, embodying ju- 
dicial, legislative and executive 
features of the Federal and New 
York State governments adopted 
to the Republic’s needs, was 
adopted and the George Junior 
Republic was formally estab- 
lished. The two citizens who 
wrote the Republic’s constitu- 
tion, incidentally, later became 
highly successful men—one a 
famous lawyer and the other a 
well-known writer and winner 
of a Pulitzer Prize.

NDER their constitution, the 

teen-agers elected a presi- 

dent as chief executive offi- 
cer, gave him the right to call 
special town meetings, appoint 
certain public officials, veto 
Board of Commissioner rulings 
and pardon citizens sentenced to 
the workhouse. 

The Vice President was charged 
with presiding at regular town 
meetings and acting as Chair- 
man of the Board of Com- 
missioners. The Secretary of 
State was directed to keep min- 
utes of the town meetings, 
record government  appoint- 
ments, dismissals, resignations

and impeachments; and maintain 
a file of all government docu- 
ments and +:post government 
notices, new laws, bills and pro- 
posed amendments. The Secre- 
tary of Treasury was given the 
responsibility for all financial 
transactions of the government 
and for keeping complete 
records of them, for collecting 
taxes and paying government 
officials. 


In addition to the four elec- 
tive offices, other chief officials 
of the Republic are the Chief 
Magistrate, Attorney General, 
Chief of Police and Justice of 
the Peace.

NE by one, unique features 
0) were incorporated in the Re- 

public’s set-up. George be- 
lieved that by paying a citizen to 
go to school, the youngster would 
come to accept the fact that 
“brain work and brawn work are 
equally acceptable ways of earn- 
ing a living.” As in their work 
in the shops or fields, the kids 
are paid for school work oc- 
cording to effort and achieve- 
ment. 

Early in the Republic's growth, 
George decided that the com- 
munity should be co-educational 
just as is any community in 
the adult world. Special cottages 
were set aside for girls and soon 
girls were making up one third 
of the Republic's population. 

A monetary system was set 
up by the Republic to give boys 
and girls experience in handling 
money. Special currency, coins 
and bills, corresponding to Unit- 
ed States currency, is the only 
money accepted within the Re- 
public, And soon afteh the Re- 
public’s founding, the citizens 
were operating their own bank, 
complete with checking and sav- 
ings accounts and funds for mak- 
ing personal and business ioans. 


No child has ever been forced 
to come to the Junior Republic. 
In fact it will not admit a child 
unless the boy or girl shows 
some enthusiasm for the Re- 
public’s way of life. Applica- 
tions for admission come from 
parents, guardians, social work 
agencies, probation officers and 
individuals active in youth work. 
It costs $2400 a year for each 
child citizen of the Republic. If 
the parent or guardian can pay 
the. full sum, he is required to 
do so, but for the kids who need 
the Republic and have no back- 
ing save a social agency the Re- 
public offers scholarship assist- 
ance from the funds of the 
George Junior Republic Asso- 
ciation, a nonprofit corporation 
of 4,000 contributing members, 
of which Dr. Alexander Forbes, 
distinguished Harvard scientist, 
is president. 

When a new citizen comes to 
the Republic, he is called upon 
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by the Committee on New Citl- 
zens, made up of older boys and 
girls. The Committee explains 
how the Republic operates and 
helps him over the hurdles of 
the first few days. For the first 
two weeks he has his living ex- 
penses provided while he looks 
around for a job in the various 
shops or with the crews that are 
always doing plumbing, carpen- 
try, plastering, paperhanging, 
and painting on the 27 buildings 
on the Republic grounds.

NCE the new citizen lands a” 


job he finds that he is paid 

on the basis of skill and out- 
put. And he can be fired. Girls 
find work cooking, canning food, 
attending to house cleaning and 
laundry, in the sewing shop, in 
the Citizens Bank, or as typists 
or file clerks in the Republic 
offices. 

And once the new citizen is 
settled, he must pay with his 
own earnings—from work and 
school—all his own expenses, 
including room and_. »board, 
laundry, dry-cleaning, school 
supplies, citizenship papers, in- 
come tax and health insurance. 
United States money received 
money received from outside the 
Republic cannot be used. Citi- 
zens must pay for anything be- 
yond the initial equipment wit® 
which they come tothe Republis. 
For instance an item costing 
$2 in United States currency 
mailed to a_ citizen cannot 
be claimed by him unless he can 
pay a customs duty of $2 in 
Republic money for the article. 

“Hvery citizen, regardless of 
family affluence,” says Donald 
T. Urquhart, executive director 
of the Republic, “stands on his 
own feet. A customs duty is 
assessed against ‘imports’ which 
the citizen must pay in Republic 
money out of his own earnings. 
Parents accustomed to proced- 
ures of other schools may there- 
fore be startled to receive a let- 
ter ffom their child asking them 
to stop sending gifts because he 
cannot afford them. Money sent 
to a citizen has no value in the 
community. The Republic cur- 
rency is the token of exchange.” 


Urquhart, like the house par- 
ents of the various cottages end 
other members of the RepuDBtic 
staff of 60, prefers to be called 
simply a “helper” in this self- 
governing youth community. 


“We're neither monitors ‘nor 
custodians,” he says. “The kids 
run the Repyblic. We're simply 
here to offer advice, encourage- 
ment and discipline when need- 
ed.” Mr. Urquhart, a son-in-law 
of the founder, has been on the 
staff for 30 years. ;

to other aspects of liberal edu- 
eation undoubtedly helps to cre- 
ate a susceptibility to music; and 
thus far economic factors have 
restricted education even in the 
United States. A more impor- 
tant factor, of course, is a still 
prevalent attitude toward the 
fine arts in general. We are still 
struggling with a vestigial pio- 
neer tradition which places ar- 
tistic interest in a special cate- 
gory where it is equated with 
purely decorative accomplish- 
ments. 

Then again a high state of 
musieal cultivation requires an 
effort of the mind and a willing- 
ness. to concentrate that is not 
needed for musical comedies or 
most entertainment for that 
matter. The personal or social 
stimulation to such effort would 
have’to be much stronger before 
a cultivation of good music 
could become a preferred ac- 
tivity in American society. 


i 


NOTHING IN ORDINARY ex- 
perience, however, will show that 
a special aptitude is needed in 
order to be deeply involved with 
music. It is an aristocratic art 
in the sense that it appeals to 
the best in our natures; but its 
appreciation certainly does not 
require its patrons to be the 
qualitative equivalents of doctors 
of philosophy. 

I suggest too that the capacity 
for musical skills is not so rare 
but that millions could acquire 
it if they so willed; and I don’t 
mean the ability to strum a uke- 
lele, but enough facility to read 
through the Mozart sonatas and 
some of the Beethoven sonatas. 
But here again a stronger in- 
centive is needed than is now 
operative in a time when a mere 
desire to hear music can be sat- 
isfied so easily. 


The import of the foregoing 
amounts to this: The large audi- 
ences for music in the United 
States have at their core a gen- 
uinely cultivated body of listen- 
ers. There is no other way of 
accounting for their existence. 
If so much can be conceded 
there is no reason to believe that 
this core cannot grow larger and 
firmer.

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U. City High's ‘Stub’ Muhl Plays Football on the Sidelines

HEN THE UNIVERSITY CITY HIGH SCHOOL INDIANS head into a 
W tough football game, “Stub” Muhl, their coach, swings into action 

with them. Not on the field, of course, but on the sidelines, where he 
seems to get just as strenuous a workout as his grid scrappers. 

From start to finish of a game Stub—more formally Clarence A.—is 148 
pounds of dynamic activity. Every part of him, face, shoulders, hands, arms, 
legs and, definitely, spirit is playing football. He grimaces, laughs, scolds, 
sobers dejectedly, exhorts. Unceasingly restless, he is constantly changing 
his stance, pacing, pointing, waving, pounding the air with clenched fists, 
applauding. If Muhl spends more than 30 seconds as a bench warmer dur- 
ing a game he is out of character. 

Photos on this page show Stub pushing his Indians to their best efforts 
in a recent Suburban League game, which they won. The Indians usually 
have won, since Muhl began coaching them 26 years ago; his expressive 
workouts seem to charge his boys with some of his high tension. Up to the 
current season, the Indians won 164, lost 47 and tied 13 games under Stub’s 
coaching. They have won 16 championships or co-championships, including 
a three-way tie last year, and are leading this year. 

Behind Muhl’s strenuous sideline participation in the game is a long 
background of football experience. It began as a boy in high school, where 
he gained his nickname. He earned his varsity letter during two years at 
Penn College in Iowa, then transferred to the University of Illinois. There 
he was a teammate of Red Grange for four years, and was chosen as All- 
Conference end in his junior year. 

Out of university, he coached at Rockford, Illinois, High School two years 
before he became coach at University City, where he gave the name Indians 
to the team. Besides coaching football he teaches physical education, and 
until two years ago coached the basketball team.

HEN, ON MARCH 10, 1804, the Ameri- 

can flag was first hoisted on the St. 

Louis riverfront, a historic century 
began for the West. The vast Louisiana Terri- 
tory had been added to the United States, and 
the flag-raising marked the beginning of an 
epic period of expansion. The covered wagon 
trains began pushing across the prairies; trap- 
pers, hunters, voyageurs and mountain men 
roved the wilderness; families left comfortable 
homes to settle in frontier dwellings of sod or 
logs. St. Louis, gateway to the new country, 
rapidly grew into a city. 

Close behind the pioneers—and often side 
by side with them—went the artists. Some 
were drawn by a personal absorption in the 
drama being unfolded all about them, others 
were commissioned by publishers in America 
and Europe to satisfy their readers’ enormous 
curiosity about the Louisiana Purchase country. 
Today, their pictorial reports keep alive both 
the grandeur of the westward movement and 
the details of everyday life of the pioneers. 

To commemorate the one hundred fiftieth 
anniversary of the Purchase, the City Art Mu- 
seum has assembled 224 paintings, prints and 
drawings, produced between the time the ter- 
ritory was first opened until the closing of the 
last frontier in the nineties. The exhibition, 
entitled “Westward the Way,” includes several 
masterpieces of eminent American artists. 
Equal prominence is given to works es nt- 
ers now all but forgotten whose work helps 
fill in the documentation of this unique poe 
in history. The exhibition, co-sponsored y the 
Walker Art Center of Minneapolis, will be 
shown in St. Louis through December 6.

Present Sheriff System in St. Louis Nassau County, New York, Is Example 
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A message is sent out on the teletype in the St. Louis County 
Sheriff's office by Deputy Hugh Bresnahan, a member of the 
homicide squad. The machine is tied in with St. Louis Police 
Department and a small number of local departments, though 
any police force in the county can telephone in messages to be 
transmitted. While Sheriff has responsibility for law enforce- 
ment in entire county, major emphasis is given to policing un- 
incorporated areas and towns without full police protection. 

Under a 
well-organized and trained county police system co-operation 
with local police would be more effective, and cities with full 
police service would benefit through the central police agency.

Almost all large cities have 
found that an elective law enforcement system based on political 
popularity rather than on police training is inadequate, have dis- 
carded that system. Some counties have done the same. One is 
Nassau County, New York, which like St. Louis County is adjacent 
to a metropolis, and consists of numerous incorporated municipali- 
ties and a large Yay peor area. 

Nassau County did 29 years ago what St. Louis County is get- 
ting around to now. It created a county police department in 1925 
by taking away law enforcement ers and duties from the sheriff, 
starting with 55 former deputy sheriffs who had been engaged in 
law enforcement. Now the Nassau County Police Department is 
rated among the best in the country, has a personnel of 1220 re- 
cruited through civil service lists and modern crime-fighting Pp 
ment that is surpassed by few major cities. Designed to fill the 
needs of a mg itty | county—from 673,000 ation in 1950 to 
about 1,000,000 now—the design of the Nassau County department 
is comparable to that proposed for St. Louis County. 

The St. Louis County Police Department would be responsible, 
as the Sheriff is now, for enforcing state laws in the entire county, 
and county ordinances in unincorporated areas. It would not elim- 
inate present municipal police departments or reduce the control of 
county municipalities over their police forces. But it would provide 

lice protection for some 65 smaller municipalities now lacking 24- 

our police protection, could furnish any county municipality with 
full police services under contract. Further, the department would 
e with non-contracting cities, give them assistance when 
requested. The entire county would have the benefit of a well- 
trained, professional police force dedicated entirely to law enforce-

Under the ordinance such rules would be enacted as 
would “ensure reasonable tenure of office irrespective of po- 
litical considerations” for all depart 
conditions would be established under which present per- 
sonnel of offices of the Sheriff and constables could be ab- 
sorbed into the new department under less rigid standards 
than those for new applicants. 

In contrast to the Sheriff-constable system where jobs 
change with the political wind, appointments would be on 
the basis of police ability. In all cases of disciplinary action 
by the superintendent, the employe would have a right to 
appeal to the board, of which no more than three members 
could be of the same political party.

When ready to 
serve, a portion of the sauce is spooned onto the platter, 
then the spaghetti, then more sauce on top. The meat is 
sliced and the pieces arranged on one end of the platter. 
Grated cheese is sprinkled on as desired. 

INGREDIENTS: One and one-half pound piece top sir- 
loin, one No. 2 can tomatoes, one (six-ounce) can tomato 
paste diluted with one can warm water, three-fourths cu 
dried mushrooms (may be purchased at Italian markets), 
one-fourth cup olive oil, about three tablespoons butter, one 
small onion (chopped), one clove garlic, salt to taste, ap- 
proximately one-half pound spaghetti (semolina), grated 
cheese such as Parmesan or Romano.

ROM A STATELY Norwegian maple on the south 

lawn of the White House in Washington hangs 

a child’s small swing. Beneath it, marring the 

otherwise faultless sweep of green, is a bare 

spot in the grass, worn there by tiny toes running for 
the take-off and heels braking for the stop. 

A swing beneath a tree is a small, ordinary thing, 
but this one represents a big job: the efforts of a pair 
of grandparents to make a home of something as 
cold and impersonal as the Executive Mansion.

But the grandparents rebelled; they wouldn't let 
the Presidency stand between themselves and their 
three grandchildren—Dwight David, 6; Barbara Ann, 
5, and Susan, 2. So, characteristically, the family put 
their heads together and determined to make the 
White House into as normal an environment as possi- 
ble for the children. 

Because Ike and Mamie, Barbara and John jointly 
attacked a common problem, the children in their 
frequent visits to Washington have failed utterly to 
realize they are celebrities. Their unsophisticated, 
stnall-child ways show clearly that they don't con- 
sider themselves any different from other kids. 

It is true that the White House rooms are massive 
in the eyes of small children, but so much the better 
for riding tricycles. And, as in most other homes, 
there’s a grandmother nearby, smiling at the sound 
of young laughter, coming quickly to the rescue when 
there are mishaps and checking at night to make sure 
they're tucked into bed. 

For young David, there is one special problem: 
the fact that his favorite playmate (whom he calls 
Ike) is often unavailable for games. Between grandson 
and grandfather, however, there is a close mutual 
understanding. 

While David is at the White House, each day begins 
with a very special ceremony—special to two people. 
When Ike and David first meet—about 7:30, most 
mornings—they approach each other stern-faced and 
solemn, stand two feet apart and bow deeply while

shaking hands. Then David tootles his own version 
of reveille. The. ceremony ends with Ike swooping 
the young bugler into a bear hug. 

Then the two men discuss David's schedule for the 
day. Likely as not, David will slyly suggest. some 
activity that includes his grandfather. Example: a 
lesson in golf with the tiny clubs Ike bought him. 
Sometimes the President shakes his head regretfully. 
But occasionally he makes a date. 

Once, Ike gave David his word that*he would per- 
sonally broil a steak—“just for us”—that evening. 
Along toward supper time, the President found him- 
self tied up with a delegation of distinguished church- 
men. Ike cut the meeting short. 

“I'm sorry,” he explained with a smile, “but I have 
to keep an appointment with my grandson. I gave 
him my promise.” 

Such an incident shows how far the man with the 
world’s toughest job is willing to go to turn a house 
into a home.

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A Look at Czech Air Power 


First photos from Red satellite reveal ominous postwar progress 


HE AERIAL DISPLAY pictured here was 

run off recently in Prague to show a 

Czech crowd how “their” air power 

has grown since World War Il. Actu- 

ally, these photos—first to be published in the 
U. S.—indicate that Czechoslovakia has be- 
come the second European satellite (first: 
Poland) with a strong air force on the Rus- 
sian model, planned and run from Moscow. 
Today Czechoslovakia has at least 500 
fighting planes. Most are of Soviet make. 
though the industrially able €zechs recently 
activated the only satellite factory for pro- 
ducing MIG-15 jet fighters. Their air force 


numbers about 15,000 men; Russian officers 
serve as technical advisers and train Czech 
instructors. Besides Soviet planes and tech- 
niques; the Czechs have learned Russian- 
Style parachute jumping (above). 

With Czechoslovakia tightly bound to the 
Soviet defense system (example: a radar net 
along the entire border), this adds extra 
muscle to the already potent’Red air arm. 
In time oi war, it conceivably could prove 
decisive. Would Czech pilots also stay loyal - 
to Communism? Russia has a hard-to-argue 
answer: every Czech plane flies on gasoline 
rationed by, and from, Moscow. a

DETROIT. 
66 op TEACHER Glad To Quit!” 

That was the newspaper headline when, 
after 32 years in the work I loved, I retired 
from teaching last spring. In an interview 

with newspaper reporters, I had spilled out my feel- 
ings. I was not sorry to retire, I told them, because in 
these days high-school students have simply become 
too difficult for a teacher to handle. 

The reaction was immediate. My phone rang for 
days and days. Most of the callers were parents. “You 
must have been misquoted,” they insisted. 

In one school, a group of my former students sur- 
rounded a teacher. “Why did Mrs. Sweeney say that?” 
they begged. The teacher looked at them silently a 


moment and mentally reviewed the painful class hour 
she had just completed. “If you want to know why, 
just look at yourselves,” she said. 

If I could do it again, I would try to take back the 
pain my words caused my students and my friends. 
But I would not take back the words; I was not mis- 
quoted. I spoke the truth: something has happened to 
our children, just in the last five or 10 years. 

Years ago, you found only a few students who were 
openly hostile—at most, one or two in each class. A 
good teacher could manage them with extra patience 
and friendliness. Or the impatience of the rest of the 
class could prod the bad actors out of their cantan- 
kerous displays. 

Today, teachers confront classes in which hostility 
outweighs co-operation, and the willing students are 
unable to set the patterns of class behavior. Even the 
degree of hostility has changed. Today’s bad actors 
are much more aggressive. They are contemptuous of 
teacher authority. More dismaying yet, they often are 
more hateful toward one another than toward the 
teacher. 

For years I planned all my year’s work with my 
students. I used to *group” my classes—break them 
up into small groups so that slow and fast students 
could work at their own rate of speed. In recent years 
I have given it up. Too many of today’s students just 
won't “group.” 

You can imagine what this does to the classroom. 
Let me give you an hour with one of my English 
classes: 

The first few minutes will be spent in rounding up 
students from the' corners and window seats where 
they are wrestling or trading comic books. Across-

the-room shouting and punching matches must be 
broken up. 

When there is some semblance of order, the lesson 
begins. But half a dozen of these high-schoolers have 
not brought their textbooks; this group never does. 
And two-thirds of the others have not read the as- 
signed lesson, a short story. So the discussion begins 
with the fraction of the class that is prepared. 

The story is about an isolated mountain family and 
the gun-pointing suspicion with which they allow a 
city doctor to treat their youngest child. Soon we are 
talking about how easy it is to form suspicions and 
prejudices about people before you know them. When 
the discussion is general enough, even those who have 
not read the story join in—often without waiting for 
another speaker to finish a sentence. OO eae 

“That’s just what you think,” “You always were 
a dope,” “Oh, yeah? You want to make something of 
it?” “You sound just like a Communist. Why don’t 
you go back to Russia?”—this is roughly the level of 
discussion. The air is filled with the challenge and 
counter-challenge of 14-year-old high-school fresh- 
men, so satisfied with what they know of life that they 
will not bother to read and will not listen to more 
than a sentence of a differing view, 

Maybe it’s not strange that a discussion bordering 
rather remotely on politics could stir up such acri- 
mony. But there is a whole list of themes in classical 
literature which this class could not discuss objec- 
tively. 

Stories which mentioned poverty or defeated ambi- 
tion were trouble-makers. So were great worldly suc- 
cess, character traits like sympathy or tolerance, ¢x- 
treme selfishness, ethics or morals — even love. It 
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seemed that no matter which way the discussion 
turned, name-calling and bitterness shot up. 

If you think I paint a black picture, let me assure 
you that I do not. The class I described above is dis- 
ciplined, by today’s standards. In the first weeks of 
the school year, before what you might call the 
“shakedown” period, it would be even worse. Class- 
work might wait 15 minutes while the stragglers are 
rounded into their seats. A few plant themselves in 
other students’ seats and refuse to budge until they 
are dislodged. 

And once the class session does begin, it may be 
accompanied by loud private conversations, by stu- 
dents throwing pencils, books, erasers, snatching things 
from each other, parading around the room to the 
pencil sharpener or to look out the windows. Drum- 
ming on the desks is commonplace. So is the tramp 
of feet in cadence on the floor. 

But let me emphasize this: I could control this 
class. Any good teacher could. By the end of the 
year, the students did learm’something—and took pride 
in their progress. For the teacher, it was a matter of 
never losing her temper, of stressing order, courtesy 
between students, of knowing when to yield to the 
inevitable. 

One of my biggest disciplinary problems in my 
teaching days was Frankie, a strapping 15-year-old 
who came to a Detroit high school from a one-room 
school in the rural South. He read at the fourth-grade 
level. I had to control him or lose the entire class. 

Frankie would flop in his seat in something be- 
tween a sprawl and a swagger. His very posture 
seemed to be a sneer. When I called on him, he 


Shrugged from beneath glowering brows. When I 


called on someone else, he drew on his fund of smart- 
alecky remarks for something calculated to draw a 
laugh. 

During my lunch periods, I began to call Frankie 
out of his classes. I’d talk to him. “You act as though 
you have to prove no one can push you around,” 
I'd say. “No one in this school wants to push you 
around!” It took a long time, and a lot of conversa- 
tions, to bring Frankie around. He did settle down, 
and he did make progress. 

But should a teacher be asked to make a struggle 
like this day after day? I don’t think she should. And 
an increasing number of teachers agree. More and 
more are choosing a relatively early retirement. Even 
the struggle to survive on a slim — will look 
easy to them by comparison. 


What Makes Them That Way? 


Y ARE SO many of today’s children so difficult 
to educate? (They aren’t a majority, remem- 
ber.) A classroom teacher can only try to guess 

some of the answers. 

The apple does not fall far from the tree. These 
kids live in a world of cold war. Violence is in the air 
they breathe. The boys in my classes were 14 to 18; 
they knew that soon they would be in uniform, per- 
haps at war. Little wonder that nothing much seemed 
to matter to them except having their own way. 

Little pitchers still have big ears. Even the least 
intellectual of children absorbs, somehow, the con- 
tagious wave of name-calling current. in public life 
and the spectacle of men in high office offering to 
meet in an alley to determine who’s the liar. 

Intellectual apathy only mirrors the climate out- 
side. The slow-witted scholar who once crept unwill- 
ingly to school now rides the current of anti-intellec- 
tualism. Those who excel at their studies will become 
“eggheads” and targets of derision. This attitude makes 
it harder than ever to arouse intellectual curiosity and 
create the desire to pursue answers. 

It is in the classroom, too, that the “breakdown of 


the home” moves out of the newspapers and text- 
books and becomes real. This is what the teacher 
faces. Many of these children have never known real 
family security—which means they are strangers to 
both love and discipline. Part of the picture is that 
youngsters in high school today were babies in-World 
War II, when even the best homes might be broken. 

Never before, in my experience, have interested 
parents seemed so helpless to control their children. 
The traditional patterns of strict family upbringing 
have disappeared. But we have not found a substitute 
technique for teaching self-control and passing along 
the values of society. 

Where does television fit in? I would not under- 
rate its influence on the young. Some elementary 
schools I know of have considered discontinuing 
wrestling in gym classes because children used strangle 
holds and eye-gouging techniques they learned by 
watching TV. And when I know that program after 
program teaches that violence—gunplay, fisticuffs or 
harsh words—is the accepted expression of dissent 
among adults, I am not surprised that my students 
cannot accept differences of opinion gracefully. 


Another factor in molding today’s teen-ager atti-° 


tudes is that millions of these children in big-city 
schools are very truly “displaced persons.” Until re- 
cently, they lived on farms or in small towns. Nothing 
in their past has prepared them for the plunge into 
the bigness and aloof impersonality of the big-city 
high school, with its thousands of children under one 
roof. Country children transplanted to the city feel 
a poignant loss of identity. 
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And some city neighborhoods are undergoing such 
changes that they are, in effect, frontiers of intergroup 
relations. There, children must cope with tensions and 
prejudices that quite often tax the maturity and ex- 
perience of adults. 

These undercurrents and cross-currents affecting 
our teenagers know no economic, social or racial 
lines. The English class I have described was in a 
school which could not be described as “poor.” Par- 
ents were largely working people, with about average 
income. National and racial backgrounds were varied. 
The juvenile-delinquency rate was comparatively low. 

But I have teacher friends in high schools in some 
of the city’s high-income, predominantly native-born 
districts. Teenagers were no easier to handle there. 
Basically the problem was the same, although it took 
a slightly different turn. Classes were so torn by 
cliques that children could scarcely work together. 
Boys and girls of 15 patronized the teacher and barely 
tolerated their studies, regarding them as merely an 
irritating interruption of their real social interests. 
Without words, their eunude spoke, “My father can 
get me into college anyway.” 

Secret fraternities and sororities in high schools 
are against the law in Michigan, but they flourish in 
these schools and heighten the problem. They seem 
to be the principal dividing factor. Usually, they have 
the blessing of the parents. One parent I know, an 
important school official, not only encouraged his son 
to belong to an illegal high-school fraternity, but even 
offered his home as the fraternity meeting place.

TEACHER'S GOODBYE conrTiNuED 


What can be done to lighten the teacher's 


burden? Mrs. Sweeney has some suggestions 


I do not pretend to know the fundamen- 
tal solutions to the problem of today’s chil- 
dren. That is a challenge to the sociologists, 
psychologists and others who are not in- 
volved in the battle and thus can take a 
broad view. In any case, their solutions will 
need years to apply. And a million teachers 
must face—right now—the type of situation 
I have described. 

But can’t something be done to help the 
teacher today, on the immediate, classroom 
level? I think so. 

Here are a few suggestions to ease the 
burden on the teacher: 

Smaller classes. The Detroit Board of Edu- 
cation has gone on record inf favor of an 
average class enrollment of 25. I had classes 
of 38. 

Expansion and improvement of auxiliary 
services NOW so inadequate in even the best 
school systems. These include boys’ and 
girls’ counselors, visiting teachers, psycho- 
logical testing, mental hygienists, treatment 
clinics, family guidance. 

A revised high-school curriculum. High 
schools today serve the needs and interests 
of a minority of students. Each year nearly 
as many students drop out of school as grad- 
uate. Our classrooms and curriculums, with 
their emphasis on so many hours of each 
subject, artificially compartmentalize learn- 
ing. 

We need a setting in which students can 
learn their skills the same way they learn 
them in life: all together. Camping educa- 
tion projects, tried in a few communities, 
suggest the possibilities of joint education of 
hand and mind in an active setting. The de- 
pression-era CCC camps demonstrated how 
much meaningful education a directed work 
program (under school control) could pro- 
vide. 

Increased salaries. Education should at- 
tract our best young people in a free-enter- 
prise, competitive society. But until Mr. and 
Mrs. America agree to foot the bill, I am 
afraid teacher-recruitment drives will fail and 
retirement will look more attractive. 

More administrative firmness. This may 
be surprising, coming from a classroom 
teacher—and one who believes in democratiz- 
ing education. But order in the classroom is 
as much the principal’s concern as the 
teacher’s. Every teacher knows that a few 
uncontrolled classes can demoralize the 
whole school. Here are two examples: 

In one intermediate school I know of, 
good-sized teen-aged boys splashed noxious 
liquids in the drinking fountams and against 
the radiators in the hall. There was no re- 
action from the principal. 

Another principal was determined that 
under no circumstances would police be 
called to “his” school. Grown young hood- 


lums off the streets invaded the school cor- 
ridors and disrupted classes. But he was ada- 
mant—until finally one of the teachers picked, 
up the principal’s phone and told him flatly, 
“If you won't call the police, I will.” 

Granted these are not representative 
schools or principals. Still this is an area in 
which changes can be made, and quickly, 
without waiting for fundamental solutions 
or larger appropriations. 

Not until some, at least, of these changes 
are made will we slow down the exodus of 
our most experienced and best-trained teach- 
ers from a profession that already is under- 
manned. This exodus should be a matter of 
deep concern. For we old-timers are needed | 
as a helpful and steadying influence on the 
young, the inexperienced and the just plain 
weak teachers. 

And so I have quit teaching. At 55, I think 
I am still young. I haven’t quite the energy 
I had when I was 23; but I consider myself 
a better teacher than ever, thanks to what 32 
years in the classroom have taught me. (No 
matter what television comedies say, it is 
easier to establish a teaching relationship 
with a high-school class after you have 
passed the age when you competed with the 
coeds.) 

I have done my teaching in highly priv- 
ileged and in underprivileged neighborhoods. 
I have worked under effective administrators 
and under weak ones. When I quit, I left 
from a school where all my relations with the 
faculty and administration had been happy. 

Right up to the end, I had students who 
would be a joy for any teacher. Watching the 
improvement of “problem” children has 
given me deep satisfaction. I have loved 
teaching and have been a successful teacher. 

Would | do it over? I am sure I would. 
But am I glad to quit now? You betIl am! &

Swing Music Is Back 
from the Grave 


The bands that used to play it apparently were 
killed off during World War Il — but they’re com- 
ing back. Who says so? Maestro Woody Herman 


NEW YORK. 
NCE UPON A TIME there was a thing called jazz. It 
stormed out of New Orleans in the early 1900s, cap- 

tured Kansas City—Chicago—the whole country. 
Then came “swing.” In the °30s and early ‘40s, 
you danced to swing, you listened to it and, if the average 
swing band’s “take” was any indication, you liked it. Swing 
became a new, meaningful word in the language. Something 

was “swingy” or it Wasn't. 

Suddenly, a few years ago, swing died. You couldn't hear 
much of it on the radio. You couldn't buy many new swing 
records. The home-town kids (and grown-ups, too) no longer 
could look forward to that annual dance featuring Benny 
Goodman, Tommy Dorsey, Harry James, Woody Herman, 
Artic Shaw or a comparable “name” band. 

Seemingly swing, that wonderful, stylized, rhythmic, dance- 
able music that perhaps reached its peak in the Glenn Miller 
band, was no longer around. It had virtually vanished from 
the American popular-music scene. 

What happened to it? 

The answer to that question comes from an expert. For 
more than 16 years, some fat, some lean, he has lead a dance 
band. Thousands of people know him onstage as a bouncy, 
throaty-voiced clarinet player. 

Now, offstage, he was calm, restrained, talked like a busi- 
ness executive and accented each point with little facial ex- 
pressions or with a movement of his hands. 

Woodrow Wilson Herman (“my father was a real eager 
Milwaukee Democrat’) took a big pyff on his cigarette. He 
sat relaxed in a hotel here, without a tie, during one of his 
engagements at Basin Street, a large music emporium. 

What happened to swing? Here’s Woody Herman: 

“First, let me say this: the swing band of the '40s is com- 
ing back. There are signs of it everywhere. More and more 
‘live’ band music is being used on TV. College kids are swing- 
ing again. In the past year there has been more good band music 
recorded than in the preceding five. Our band, the ‘Third 
Herd, and a lot of others are working steady. 

“Of course, a lot of guys in this business starved after World 
War If. Band music went great in the "40s. But we lost a 
generation of dancers to the war. I guess that’s the No. | 
reason we buried a lot of bands. The same thing happened 
just after the First World War. 

“Kids were preoccupied with the war. They didn’t have 
lime to dance, or learn to dance. We got hit hard around 
1947. College kids didn’t seem interested in dance music. We'd 
play four hours of Stardust and hope they didn’t walk out. 
Brother, it was bad. By 1949 and into °50, it was even more 
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WOODY HERMAN: Now 41, he started in the band business 


along with Glenn Miller—‘‘and we both starved for two yeors.”’ 


depressing. A band would arrive and play largely to itself. 
“At the same time, we lost the band business’ bread and 
butter—radio time at night. TV had taken over. So some of 
us Started experimenting. It didn’t work. I blew about $175,000 
to the tune of be-bop, but I'm not bitter about it. Everyone 
was looking around for something that would appeal to people. 
“There are certain other factors that led to the setback. 
Inflation was one. Rising prices of everything kept customers 
away. Rising costs discouraged the formation of new bands. 
Some pretty lousy music was, and still is, published. We got 
a lot of that real weird stuff, with cowbells and horns — and 
that didn't help. In addition, a lot of music was tailored for 
vocalists. There was a decreasing emphasis on the band. 
“All of these things snowballed from °47 to about a year 
and a half ago. Then, things started looking up. You see signs 
that bands are getting pumped up again. The Sauter-Finegan 
group is doing great. The Dorsey Brothers are back and going 
strong. Ray Anthony is doing well. Our band is busy and 
things are pretty solid for the future. We seem to be heading 
back to the early swing era. 
“Why? It’s tough to say exactly. But I've got a few ideas. 
“First, the radio disc jockey has become a real thing—you 
know, a powerful character. Lots of people listen and lots of 
disc jockeys spin records with bands playing that great 
Rodgers and Hart, Vincent Youmans, Cole Porter stuff.” 


The Collegians Like Swing Again 


USIC ITSELF has improved, Woody says. The hillbilly, 
Western and novelty stuff has leveled off. “We're get- 
ting less of the Three Little Fishes type thing and more 

good stuff that can be played by bands. 

“Lots of people are getting tired of TV—and that tends to 
gct them out of their homes. Lots of these people are starting 
to go out dancing again. 

“Maybe the biggest thing, though, is the interest now being 
shown on college campuses. For some reason, kids want to 
dance again. And they want to listen to pop-band concerts. 
We aren't back to the "40s—when some bands got $5,000 for 
a one-nighter—but compared to five years ago a lot more guys 
in this business are making a living. 

“Sure, it’s a business. You can’t forget that for a minute. 
Whether swing comes back to where it was 10 years ago also 
depends on just how many guys invest money in bands — and 
how many musicians stay with bands. 

“The way things are going now, I can’t even take time out 
to go home to Los Angeles to visit my wife and daughter. If 
I knock off for a while, I'll lose the kids in the band.

Handy Halloween ways to tell your friends from hobgoblins

OME TIME AFTER DUSK tonight your 
doorbell may ring. When you look 
out, various characters dressed as 
witches, hobgoblins and the like 

will be there shouting, “Trick or treat!” 

Getting into the spirit of Halloween, 
you'll invite them in for cookies and cider 
or games like bobbing for apples. During 
this innocent amusement you may think, 
“My, I'm gldd they're not real witches!” 

What makes you so sure? 

Suppose you answer the door and see a 
lady’ in what looks like Aunt Hattie’s fur 
coat and wearing what you take to be a 
witch falseface.-“Ha, ha, Aunt Hattie,” 
you laugh. “Take it off. You can’t fool 
me!” At this point, your cat puts its back 
up and spits. He knows. 

Could you handle the situation? 

The time to learn to detect a real witch 
is right now, while it is light. 

First, let’s face it: belief in witches has 
lasted at least 2,500 years, and you and | 
have gotten. around to not believing in 
them for only about 260 years. That makes 
the odds 10-to-1 against us. 


Second, there are tests for witches. For-~ 


tunately for you (and Aunt Hattie), defi- 
nite rules were gathered during those 
2,500 years and passed on to us. Try these 
at your next party: 

1) Invite Aunt Hattie to bob for apples, 
after tying her right thumb to her left big 
toe. (You can suggest this playfully as part 
of a trick.) Then push her into the water. 
If she floats, go on with the other tests. 

2) Notice whether she starts carrying 
on a conversation with your cat (the one 


that spat at her), or with a large black 
dog that followed her in. 

3) Notice whether she sits in the cor- 
ner asking people to autograph a large 
black or red book that’s hot to the touch. 

4) Notice whether she leaves the party 
now and then to sit in a tree or on top of 
a barn (or, in cities, the TV antenna). 

5) Notice whether she has a yellow 
bird flying around her head, mumbles to 
herself, waves her arms and goes around 
pinching people on the sly. 

6) Notice whether the other guests 
start rolling on the floor, or get feeling bad 
(not from eating too many apples). 

7) Notice whether Aunt Hattie seems 
stronger than usual, easily lifting tables, 
pianos and beams with one hand. 

8) Check to see if she has any witch 
marks, like calluses, she hadn’t before. 


Check Uncle Harry, Too 


F THE ANSWER is “Yes” to all eight tests, 
Aunt Hattie will bear watching. The 
floating test was standard operating 

procedure with England's self-appointed 
“Witch-finder-general” Matthew Hopkins 
in 1645. (He later flunked the test him- - 
self.) The others were used at the trials in 
Salem, Mass., in 1692. 

It's a good idea, too, to keep an eye on 
Uncle Harry. There's an erroneous belief 
that witches are always female. Nothing 
could be more wrong. Three Salem men 
were accused of witchcraft and you can 
find male witches (called wizards or sor- 
cerers) as far back as ancient Egypt. 

. If Uncle Harry shows up in a stag’s skin 


complete with antlers, don't take his jocu- 
lar remark, “I just came from a stag 
party,” without a grain of salt.Get his shoes 
off and check for cloven hooves. 

You should always be suspicious of 
people in fur coats. Changing back and 
forth into animals is an old witch trick 
— usually accomplished by wearing the 
skin and mumbling magic words. For in- 
stance, if Aunt Hattie arrives swathed in 
fur, try to remember: has she been act- 
ing like a squirrel lately? Or been busy 
as a beaver? 

Most people believe that witches hang 
around only with cats. Wrong again. In 
uncient Egypt it often was a jackal; in 
Medieval Europe it usually was a goat, 
though French witches preferred toads. 
English witches Agnes Sampson and 
Elizabeth Style, and wizard John Walsh, 
palled around with dogs. Sigmund the 
Volsung, a Viking, turned into a wolf. 

If 13 people show up all at once, be 
prepared to slam that door. That's. the 
number that makes up a witch-band, or 
coven, to hold a conference. And they 
don't meet just on Halloween. They meet 
on Candlemas (February 2), Roodmas 
(May-Eve) and Lammas (August 1), all 
witches’ sabbaths, to compare notes and 
dance. 


There are other good ways you can tell 
a witch, even in the off-season. Any gaunt 
female seen scurrying around at midnight 
with a bundle of witch-hazel twigs is a 


‘dead giveaway. And if you ever see any- 


body putting to sea in a washtub, call the 
Coast Guard. It’s a witch setting out to 
sink a ship. 

On land, witches usually are believed to 
fly around on brooms, but if you assume 
you can always detect them that way, you 
are in for a surprise. For short trips, par- 
ticularly, they are partial to horses, pigs 
and giant hares. 

Grown women who play with dolls, 
especially dolls that somehow look just 
like you, are up to no good. Do they play 
by running the dolls through with pins? 
Witches stick a pin in a doll’s shoulder and 
presto, you have lumbago. 

Another way to test a witch is to see if 
she can cry. Take Aunt Hattie to a sad 
movie. If she doesn't cry, she either is a 
witch or has seen the movie before. 

Pssst! There goes the doorbell! 

What would a witch want with you? 
You'll know when you smell brimstone, 
hear thunder and see her hold out her 
book to be signed. But should you sign? 
Don't come asking me. I'm not opening 
my door to anybody. - .

_ Happier Children’s Parties 


HILDREN'S PARTIES can be a mem- 
orable pleasure or an_ unbearable 
strain, depending on the children 
and on the parents involved. 

Very young children enjoy parties if 
things are not made too elaborate, if they 
do not depart too much from the ordinary 
way of life and if there are not too many 
other children invited. Slightly older children 
also can have a good time without disrupting 
the occasion—if they know the rudiments of 
good manners. 

Parents are sentimental about the birth- 
days of their 1- and 2-year-olds and like to 
celebrate them. But the parties often seem 
to be more for the grownups than for the 
babies. A child so very young usually is best 
off having his party as part of a regular meal, 
with one or two little guests and a minimum 
of excitement and adult fussing. 

By the same token, older relatives and 
family friends are prone to heap toys upon 
the very young birthday child. When that 
occurs, the wise mother sees to it that all but 
a very few of the gifts “disappear” until 
some future date—a day, for example, when 
the baby is confined to bed with the sniffles 
and all his familiar toys pall. 

Not until a child is 3 years old, in most 
cases, does he begin to enjoy parties. After 
that comes an abrupt transition, so that many 
4-year-olds are avid party-goers. 

But at.4—or even 5 or 6—anticipation is 
best when it is not too long sustained. Such 
little people have small understanding of the 
passage of time and an impending party 
should not be announced more than a day 
or so in advance. Again, too much elaborate- 
ness, too much rich food, even too many and 
too complicated presents are all unwise. 

Lucky is the mother who can have such a 
party outdoors where the children can run 
and shout just as if they were all together in 
the school play yard. Many nursery schools 
make it a practice to encourage mothers to 
let birthday parties be part of the school 
routine. As a matter of fact, many urge that 
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WAITING until hostess starts to eat is hard 
for small children — but basic to manners. 


the birthday cake be brought to school, 
along with littke cups of ice cream, to be 
shared with all the child's classmates. 

In any case, children’s parties furnish an 
important opportunity for the learning of 
necessary manners at a time when the child 
is happily receptive. First and foremost, of 
course, every child goes to a party neat and 
clean. Whether he wears dress-up clothes de- 
pends on the neighborhood custom — but 
clean he must be, and prompt. 

Even a very young child needs to be in- 
structed in simple party-going manners which 
will be basic in all such affairs as he grows 
older. Here are the most important—to: 

1 Greet his hostess and bid her farewell 
with thanks. At a boy’s party this means the 
boy’s mother. At a girl’s party the guest per- 


_ forms this courtesy with the girl and with 


her mother, too. 

2 Be agreeable to his hostess’ plans for 
his entertainment and do his best to look as 
if he is enjoying himself — even when things 
don't suit him.

5 Eat the party food with the best table 
manners he can summon and not start eat- 
ing until his hostess or host does. 

6 Refrain from making slighting remarks 
about the party in any way, either while there 
or after leaving. We cannot learn too young 
that we must accept entertainment in an un- 
critical way, that a guest has always the 
honor of being one. Even a small child can 
understand the concept behind this: 

“We don’t say unkind things about people 
who have had us at their house and given 
thought to our entertainment. Not everyone 
does things the same way. We accept the 
friendliness behind the invitation whether or 
not we really enjoy ourselves.” s

He Works Only 
27 Days a Year 


by LLOYD SHEARER 


HOLLYWOOD. 
@ Three decades ago Johnny Weissmuller 
was known chiefly as a swimmer. Today he 
is the envy of nearly every film star in this 
movie Community—and with good reason. 

At the ripe age of 50, Johnny has evolved 
a way of life that seems the next thing to 
paradise. He works only 27 days a year and 
relaxes the other 338. For this he receives 
an annual income of $200,000. 

During his 27 days of labor, Weissmuller 
makes three consecutive “Jungle Jim” pic- 
tures, each of which takes nine whole days. 
These films, known to the trade as “quickies,” 
feature a minimum of dialogue and a maxi- 
mum of swinging from tree to tree. They are 
immensely popular in the smaller cities of 
America and the larger cities of other 
countries. 

As a matter of fact, Johnny gets more for- 
eign fan mail than any other star at the 
Columbia studio — roughly 2,500 letters a 
month. He is the only star in Hollywood with 
an African-pygmy fan club, and—according 
to the Russian newspaper Pravda — the only 
one whose postcard-photo is sold on the 
Moscow black market. 

Weissmuller (6'4”, 200 Ibs.) has been 
Starring in movies since 1931, when he was 
hired to play Tarzan at $500 a week. Subse-

quently he made 18 more Tarzans, finally 
quitting that role in 1947 when producer Sol 
lesser became chary “about giving me more 
than $75,000 a year.” It was then that Johnny 
switched to the “Jungle Jim” pictures. 

What does the former Olympic swimming 
champ of 1924 and 1928 do with his spare 
time? 

“One thing I don't do,” Weissmuller ex- 
plains, “is worry. The minute I'm finished 
working I sit back and let my business agent 
do the worrying. He pays the taxes and in- 
vests whatever I have left over in real estate. 
I do the loafing. 

“Of course, I've got to keep in trim for 
the tree-swinging and swimming I do in my 
pictures. But that’s not work.-That’s fun be- 
cause I love the outdoors. Most of my loaf- 
ing is done on the golf course with my wife 
[the former Allene Gates}. She’s won amateur 
golf titles around Los Angeles, Palm Springs 
and Pasadena, and she really knows how to 
powder a ball. Shoots in the low 80s. ( Weiss- 
muller shoots in the high 70s. ) 

“We do a lot of swimming, at least twice 
a day. I've got a pool in my back yard where 
I compete against my dog. We're about even. 

“Allene and I don’t run around very much 
with the movie crowd, and you'll never find 
us in a night club. We travel a great deal —

mostly Europe. Last year I went swimming 
off Egypt. Caught a small shark by the tail.” 

Weissmuller likes the casual life so much 
he’s never yet been seen in a tuxedo. Frank 
and easy-going, he admits he owes his luxu- 
ries to the fact that over the years Hollywood 
has typed him as a jungle hero. 

“For 23 years,” he says, “I've been making 
love to a chimpanzee. All I’ve got to show 
for it is the greatest setup in town.” s
